ROB ON METROPOLITAN 


HOLDUP MEN TAKE $14, WATCH, | 


AND PISTOL FROM AGENT. 


D. J. Lewis, Stationed at St. Louis Ave 


nue, on Garfield Branch, the Victim— 
He Steps Outside. Booth to Inspect 
Fare Register When Masked Thug 
Seizes and Throws Him Into Back 
Room, While Companion Takes the 
Property—Diamond Stud Saved. 


D. J. Lewis, agent of the Metropolitan 
West Side Elevated road at the St. Louis 
avenue station on the Garfield avenue branch, 
was held up at midnight by two masked men 
and robbed of $14.30, a watch valued at $35, . 
and a revolver. They tried to take also a 
diamond pin the agent wore, He resisted, 
however, and, fearing an interruption in their 
work, the robbers fled, leaving the agent in 
a back room where they had forced him. 

Special Officer A. W. Grantier of the Met- 
ropolitan service was notified and started at 
once to work on the case, calling for aid from 
the Warren avenue police. 


Agent Taken by Surprise. 
Agent Lewis went out of his booth at mid- 
night to see the number of fares rung up on 
his register. As he looked up at the register 
a robber wearing a red bandana over his 
face up to the eyes shoved a revolver into 


outcry. To enforce his command he placed 
his free hand over the agent’s mouth. Then 
he backed him through the door of the en 
and into a back room. 

While Agent Lewis and the robber were 
in the back room a masked confederate of 
the thief, whom the agent saw standing in 


the agent’s face and ordered him to make no 


front of the window grating, revolver in 


hand, walked into the booth and helped 
himself to the money, watch, and revolver 
which were lying on a shelf just inside the 
grating, but not in reach from the outside. 


Saves His Diamond Pin. 


As the robber, who had kept Agent Lewis 
covered while his companion took the val- 
uables, started to leave he noticed that Lewis 
wore a diamond pin. He made a grab for 
it, but Lewis showed fight. The robber de- 
sisted from his endeavor to get the pin, and 
as he backed out of the booth pointing his 
warning revolver at the agent he said: 

Now, be a good fellow and keep still.” 

Then he joined his companion in flight. 
ent Lewis at once notified the Marsh- 
Avenue Station of the hdidup, and Spe- 
cial Officer Grantier took up the case at 
once. 

Agent Lewis was unable to give a 2 
description of the men,“ said Grantier. 
The holdup was done in less time than it 
takes to tell of it, but, with the aid of the 
Warten avenue police, we expect to get the 
thugs. * 

Two Earlier “ L” Holdups. 

The two previous holdups of L sta- 
tions within a week occurred on the line of 
the Alley elevated. On Tuesday morning 
James Padden, ticket seller at the Thirty- 
third street station, was seriously beaten 
while his safe was robbed of $93. The rob- 
bers escaped so neatly that they, or others ot 
tus same stripe, made a second attempt on 
Wednesday, early in the morning.

INHERITS 200,000 FRANCS 
FROM FORGOTTEN COUSIN. 


N. A. Joly Receives Word That Relative 
in France Left Him Money to Which 
He Was Rightful Heir. 


N. A. Joly, formerly a member of the fac- 
ulty of the Berlitz School of Languages, re- 
ceived word a few days ago that a cousin, 
with whom he had had no communication for 
over thirty years, had just died and had 
left him an estate worth considerably over 
200,000 francs. The particulars of this oc- 


currence are quite romantic and show that 


facts may be stranger than fiction. 

When Joly was a young man he lived with 
a rich spinster aunt, his own parents having 
died long before. He was supposed to be 
her sole heir. When he grew to be a man 
she wanted him to devote himself to the 
priesthood, but he, being of a more worldly 
turn of mind, wanted to see the world and. 
travel. Consequently he became the pre- 
ceptor of a Prince, whom he accompanied 
on a trip through different countries. His 
aunt died during his absence, never forgiv- 
ing him, and leaving all her wealth to a 
rich property-owner, his cousin. This dis- 
appointment brought Joly to America, where 
he devoted himself to the teaching of lan- 
guages, being most of the time connected 
with the Berlitz schools in different cities. 

A few weeks ago a letter was received by 
Joly that the cousin who had been the heir 
of the aunt had also died and, having had 
remorse on his deathbed about depriving 
his cousin of his inheritance, had willed his 
property to him. Joly, has given up teach- 
ing and .s to return to France to claim the 


inheritance.

IN PEKIN. 


Be Signed at St. Peters- 
burg by the Chinese 
| Minister. 
HALT IN. NEGOTIATIONS 


Dowager Empress Raises New 


Objections to the Prelimi- 
nary Terms for 


[Special Cathe to The Chicage Tribune.) 

PEKIN, Jan. 5.—Advices from an official 
Chinese source are to the effect that Russia 
has arranged to sign a treaty with China at 
St. Petersburg. The Chinese Minister at the 
Russian capital has been instructed to act 
for this in conducting the nego- 
tlatlons. 

This probably means tnat Russia will with; 
draw, from the concert of the powers so far 
as China is concerned as soon as the demands 
contained in the preliminary note of the Min- 
isters have been complied with. 

This also means, for another thing, that 
the recent visit of Prince Otomsky, who 
spent three weeks here, was on real business. 
How much more it may mean it is impossible 
to say at the present moment. 


Empress Sick ot Her Bargain. 


The Empress Dowager is already sick of 


her bargain with the powers as contained in 
the note of the foreign Ministers preliminary 
to the settlement of the details of peace, and 
she has been bombarding Li Hung Chang and 
Prince Ching, the Chinese peace envoys, with 
telegrams and orders for the last two days. 

In these dispatches she has told the com- 
missioners that they must not sign the pre- 
liminary agreement until it has been amended 
She objects to that portion of 
the note which demands the razing of the 
Taku forts, the establishment of permanent 
foreign military posts between Pekin and 
the sea, and of legation guards in Pekin. 
She also is not willing to accept the section 
prohibiting the| further importation of arms 
into China. 

One of the officials who are responsible for 
this new complication is Chang-Chih-Tung, 
the Viceroy of Wu-Chung, one of the southern 
provigces. Some time after the appointment 


‘of Li Hung Chang and Prince Ching as peace 


commissioners,’ with plenipotentiary powers, 
the Zyopress- ‘Dowager issued an edict in 
which she decreed that Chang-Chih-Tung and 


Lfu-Kun-Y! (the Viceroy of Klang-sl. Klang- 


Su, and An-Hueli provinces, who resides in 

Nanking) should be additional commission- 

ers, but without plenipotentiary powers. 
Urges Empress to Object. 

It appears now that after the Empress 
Dowager had issued ‘her decree accepting 
the terms proposed by the Ministers, Chang- 
Chih-Tung sent several memorials to the 
throne. In these he advised the Empress 
Dowager not to agree to the demands con- 
tained in the preliminary note. 

He told her that the demands made by the 
powers were extravagant; that the razing 
of the Taku forts was unnecessary, while 
the establishment of military posts, ostensi- 
bly for the protection of the lines of com- 
munication to the sea and of legation guards 
for the defense of the Ministers in case of a 
repetition of the Boxer troubles, was really 
a scheme whereby the foreigners could main- 
tain a standing army in China. 

He added that the section in the note pro- 
22 the importation of arms was part 

the foreign plot to prevent the Chinese 
from ever regaining their independence. He 
told the Empress Dowager that if the Min- 
isters of the allies were afraid to live in Pékin 
without guards she could send them some- 
where along the Yang-tse-Kiang, where the 
warships of their governments coyld protect 
Terms Rejected.

The first m t was heard in Pekin of these 
memorials e when the Dowager Empress 
telegraphed instructions to the commission- 
ers that she approved of them and that they 
(the envoys) should strike out the provisions 
in the note of the powers referred to by 
Chang Chih Tung. She also instructed Earl 
Li and Prince Ching to tell the Ministers 
that if they were afraid to live in Pekin they 
could go tq some place in the Yang-tse Val- 
ley. 

Prince C ab and Li Hung Chang replied to 
these telegrams by stating that it was impos- 
sible to alter the terms, as they had already 
been agreed to. 

Then the Dowager Empress sent more tele- 
grams, in which she told the commissioners 
that they must not agree to the propositions 
referred to in her dispatches, 

Yesterday Li Hung Chang and Prince 
Ching sent another telegram to the Dowager 
Empress, in which they denounced Chang 
Chih Tung and said that his objections should 
have been made before they had notified the 
Ministers that the terms proposed in the 
preliminary note were accepted. 


Say Chang Chih Tung Lies. 

Furthermore, they said, Chang Chih Tung 
lied when he stated that it was the inten- 
tion of tne powers to maintain a large army 
in China. As a matter ot fact, they intend- 
ed to keep only a few hundred men as 
legation guards, and the establishment of 
military posts proposed would be harmless. 

In regard to the clause prohibiting the 
importation of arms, Li Hung Chang and 
Prince Ching said that, while it might seem 
hard, it really was no hardship, as China 
could make all the arrangements she needed. 

Besides this,” the powers were united in 
their demands and China was powerless to 
resist. Winally, the envoys reminded the 
Dowager Empress that she had already is- 
sued a decree accepting the terms of the 
powers and that a copy of this edict had 
been forwarded to the various governments 
and that no change could now be made in 
the provisions of the agreement. 

No reply had been received to this telegram 
up to noon today. 

The Empress Dowager and Chang Chih 
Tung are not the only objectors to the peace 
terms. The missionaries have now joined 
them. The complaint of the latter seems 
to be to the effect that they and the native 
converts are not mentioned in the specifi- 
cations of the preliminary note.

WOMAN RISKS HER LIFE TO

Mrs. C. E. Loss Turns Frenzied Animal 
Upon Curbstone, Upsets Buggy, and 
Receives Serious Injuries. . 


In an effort yesterday to prevent a run- 
away horse she was driving from running 
down a number of children Mrs, C. E. Loss, 
5617 Washington avenue, turned the animal 
into the curbstone.

This 
effort, however, served to make it plunge 
forward at a greater speed. After passing 
Fifty-eighth street the frightened animal 
was running at full speed.

REFORM SCHOOL. 


Commercial Club Committee 
Preparing a Report Based 
on Investigation of 

Institutions. 


RETURNS FROM ITS TRIP. 


Brings New Ideas of the Scope 
and Possibilities of Work 
for Salvation of Juve- 
nile Offenders. 


METHODS IN OTHER STATES. 


The Commercial club of Chicago, an or- 
ganization composed of the city’s leading 
financiers and business-men, has taken the 
initial step toward the establishment of a 
model reform school, and a committee of 
the club members is now preparing a report 
of its investigation of such institutions 
throughout the country. ‘The report will be 
presented at the next club meeting. 

The committee which has the work in 
charge, consisting of Willlam A. Fuller, 
chairman; E. G. Keith, J. Harley Brad- 
ley, E. B. Butler, and Cyrus H. McCormick, 
returned yesterday from Indianapolis and 
brought new ideas of the scope and possibili- 
tles of reform school work. The club had 
twice discussed s of the juvenile of- 
fender problem, and at fhe last meeting at 
which the quéstion was considered this spe- 
cial committee was appointed to visit a 
number of such institutions. It was in ac- 
cordance with this instruction that the visit 
to the Indiana schools was made. 


County Institutions. 

Before the trip to Indiana the committee 
inspected the various Cook County institu- 
tions which receive juvenile offenders, with 
a view to ascertaining what already. is done 
along that line in the county and to de- 
termining wherein improvements could be 
made in the local methods of caring for that 
class of delinquents. 

Last week the committee visited Indian- 
apolis and from there went to Plainfield, 
where the Indiana State Reform School is 
located. Some time was devoted to an in- 
vestigation of that institution, which ranks 
high among schools of its character in the 
West. Judge Richard 8. Tuthill of the 
Juvenile Court was expected to accompany 


the committee, but was unable to make the 
trip on accqunt of jilness. Jahn J, Sloan. 
superintendent of the House of Correction | 


of Chicago, was a guest of the committee. 


Will Favor School’s Establishment. | 

The members of the committee were not 
inclined to discuss the results of their exam- 
ination at length, owing to a desire to re- 
serve their information for their report to the 
Commercial club. Enough was learned, how- 
ever, to indicate that they were deeply im- 
pressed by some of the methods and practices 
in use in the Indiana institution, and that 
they will favor the establishment of a school 
in Chicago for delinquent children. 

Members of the club are not likely to favor 
action on the part of that organization which 
would bind it directly to the future support 
and maintenance of suchaschool. They will 
favor rather an active participation in a 
movement along with other organizations, 
and societies for the establishment of a 
school which. will provide for a class of chil- 
dren now almost uncared for by the county. 


‘Investigations in Indiana. 

„It is a broad subject,“ said William A, 
Fuller, chairman of the committee, and 
we have not yet come to any definite con- 
clusions. We went to Indianapolis and made 
a thorough examination of the State Re- 
form School. It is a well managed insti- 
tution, and. we were impressed’ with the 
methods in use there for the teaching of 
the class found in a reform school. In some 
departments they are in advance of any- 
thing we have yet seen, while in others it 
might be that further improvement could 
be made. The work done there impressed 
us all the more with the necessity for a school 
along the lines suggested for our own city. 
There is no doubt of the need of such an 
institution in this city, but it is a question 
which will require much time and a thorough 
investigation. As to whether the Commer- 
cial club will take hold of the movement 
is a matter to be determined in the future 
after we have made our report and the 
members of the club have consideredit. We 
have not reached any definite conclusions 
as yet, nor have we even talked over the 
probable nature of our report.” 


Policy of the School. 

„Our visit to the Indiana school was profit- 
able and will have some bearing on our re- 
port to the club,” said E. G. Keith. It is 
conducted with the idea that children of 
dependents and those not fitted for the care 
of children can be made useful and self-sup- 
porting citizens. It. is managed along pro- 
gressive lines and has some features that 
could be adopted to advantage in such a 
school in our city. There is little doubt that 
the Commefcial club would give strong sup- 
port to plans for the establishment of a 
school where that class of children who are 
not wholly bad could be taught and trained 
into educated and skilled men and women. 
It should be a progressive school and should 
be made a model for schools of that class. 
Our investigations are not nearly completed 
and we hope to learn much that will be of use 
to the community in the future in taking hol 1 
ot this class of work.“ | :

Professor Elisha Gray Constructs a | 

Delicate Electrical Machine Upon 
Ideas Suggested by Arthur J. Mundy 
of Boston, by Which Signals Can Be 
Transmitted Under Water for a Dis- 
tance of at Least Twelve Miles—Test 
Proves Satisfactory. 


Boston, Jan. 5.—[Special.]—Elisha Gray, 
the Chicago inventor of the telautograph, 
and Arthur J. Myndy of this city, have after 
more than two years’ of experiment an’ 
study invented a delicate machine with 
which to transmit submarine signals. 

By means of the apparatus already con- 
structed messages have been transmitted and 
received on board a steamship W miles 
from the signal boat. 

The inventors say that the 3 boat

ships equipped with the receiving or hear 
ing instruments, for the reason that the 


worki of the Holland’s machinery could 
be d while it was ott some ‘miles 
away. 


Professor Gray undertook the task of pro- 
viding the necessary mechanical devices 
for carrying out the plan. Work was begun in 
July, 1898, and has been steadily prose- 
cuted ever since by both Professor Gray 
and Mr. Mundy. 

As a result of their joint labors a practical 
test was made on the last day of the century, 
which is described in the following statement: 

We, the undersigned, hereby certify that 
we have this day heard the submerged bell 
of a steamer engaged for the purpose) at dis- 
tances of one and one-half, four, eight, and 
twelve miles in the open sea. 

At one and one-half miles the sound of 
the bell was heard loud and distinctly; at four | 
miles the sound was quite as distinct and 
almost as loud as at one and one-half miles; 
at eight miles the sound was quite as distinct 
as at ope and one-half miles and almost as 
loud as at four miles; at twelve miles the 
sound was heard at times quite distinctly and 
at times somewhat feebly.’’.

Departments Want More than $13,000,- 


000 and Can Have Less than $10,000,- | 1

City Controller Kerfoot has used his ax 
on the expense estimates made by the de- 
partments of the municipal government for 
the coming year, and a total of $6,047,165 has 
been cut from the appropriations asked. From 
the appropriations sought from taxes and 
miscellaneous sources $38,566,026—nearly 25 
per cent—has been chipped away, while the 
estimates entered against the water fund 
have been reduced by 62,481, 189. 

The various departments of,the city gov- 
ernment had demanded a totaf of $13,124,125 
from taxes and miscellaneous revenues. The 
Controller allows them $9,558,009. The bu- 
reaus which get a slice of the water fund 
called for $6,068,582 from this source. They 
have been allowed $3,587,448. Mr. Kerfoot 
asserts that this cut has been necessary be- 
cause careful calculation places the probable 
receipts of the city during 1901 from taxes 
and miscellaneous revemues available for 
municipal purposes at $9,851,562, while the 
water fund is expected to furnish but §3,- 
784.000. | 

The original and revised estimates will go 
to the City Council tomorrow night, where 
it is expected that they will be fought over 
for several weeks before the appropriation 
bill is finally determined on and passed. 


| Upsets the Mayor’s Plans. 

Mayor Harrison's plans have been upset 
in bringing about this cut. The Mayor’s 
request for $20,000 to establish a municipal 
* lodging-house”’ has been thrown out al- 
together. The Small Park commission, 
which expected to do much during the com- 
ing year, is cut from $250,000 to $5,000. | 

There is a promise, however, that the spe- 
elal assessment rebate tangle in the Con- 
troller’s department is to be unraveled. Mr. 
Kerfoot has asked for $74,040 more than 
his department secured last year. Nearly 
all this amount is to be used in bringing 
order out of the rebate chaos which has 
prevailed, for thirty years. 

The shrinkage of the city’s expected in- 
come from taxes has caused some comment. 
Last year taxes yielded $5,401,525. This year 
the tncome from this soyrce is expected to 
show but $5,365,878. The decrease is laid to 
the lower valuation spread by the assessing 
bodies. All the figures given do not include 
in any way the amounts expected for school» 
purposes nor for the library fund. These 
estimates depend on the Board of Education 
and the Public Library board.

DR. PEARSON’S $200,000 GIFT” 
SID TO BE TO BELOIT. 


Officials of the Institution for Which He 
Has Previously Done Much Refuse to 
Affirm or Deny Its Reception.

It is said that Beloit College was the recip- 
fent of the $200,000 gift which Dr. D. K. Pear- 
sons made shortly before Christmas to a 
college of which he declined to state the 
name, saying that the gift was made on con- 
dition that his name should never be divulged 
during his lifetime. The trustees of the col- 
lege acknowledge that a gift of $200,000 was 
made to the college, but they refuse to deny 
or affirm that Dr. Pearsons was the donor. 

The sum of $200,000, which the trustees say 


nas been given, was offered to the college as 


an increase to the endowment fund on con- 
dition that $150,000 more be raised before the 
' t. This gift is the first 
of a series by which the trustees hope to add 
half a million dollars to the endowment fund. 
This last gift of Dr. Pearsons to Beloit Col- 
lege is only one of the several which he has 
made by that institution. The Pearsons 
Hall of Scicnce, the principal building of the 
college, was paid for with money which he 
for the most part was contributor, The 
building cost $250,000, and of this amount 
Dr. Pearsons gave $190,000, William E. Hale 
giving the remaining $60,000. A gift of $40,000 
from Dr. Pearsons in 1890 paid for the erec- 
tion of Chapin Hall, a dermitory for men, 
and, at the end of the semi-centennial exer- 
cises of 1897, a sum of $80,000 was received 
from the same beneficent donor for the erec- 
tion of a woman's dormitory, afterward 
named in honor of Professor Joseph Emer- 
son. Other smaller gifts raised the total of 
the amounts given by Dr. Pearsons to Beloit 
College to $295,000. Thus, when the last gift 
of $200,000 is given to the trustees at the next 
commencement, Beloit will have received 
$495,000 from this philanthropist, who has 
started with the avowed intention of parting 
with his wealth before his ueath. a

CROWE NOT BANDITS’ LEADER.. 


ALAS SAYS 17'S MORD 


DEATH OF UNKNOWN MAN PUZ- 
ZLES THE POLICE. 


Inspector Thinks the Victim Was Shot 
by Men Who Employed Him to Beg 
Two Arrests Made—Efforts to Learn 

the Identity ot the Unfortunate Are 
| Unsuccessful — Many View the Re- 
mains, but None Is Able to Give His 


Name. 


After working all night and all day on the 
mystery surrounding the death of the un- 
known man who was found with a bullet 
hole in his eye in front of Hansen's furniture 
factory, 138 Curtis street, on Friday evening. 
Inspector Kalas last night declared he was 
convinced the man, who was a beggar, had 
been murdered by those who employed him 
to solicit alms. 

In the arrest of two men at the West Chi- 
cago Avenue Police Station at 1:30 o’clock 
this morning Inspector Kalas felt certain 
that he had the murderers. 

The name of one of the men arrested is 
John Christopher, 286 Fifth avenue. 

Every detective in the West Chicago Ave- 
nue Police Station was at work on the case, 
and it was from the reports these men 
brought in that Inspector Kalas drew his 
conclusion. 

Dr. Leininger, the Coroner’s physician, 
held a post-mortem examination on the re- 
mains in the morning and located the bullet 
which had ended the life of the victim. 
All day long there was a line of curious per- 
sons entering Sigmund’s undertaking-rooms 
at 192 West Chicago avenue looking at the 
remains. Nearly 100 persons were taken 
there by the police in the hope of identifying 
the man, but none knew his name. Some re- 
membered seeing him in the vicinity, but nu 
one could be found to identify him. 

The fact that no revolver was found near 
the body,“ said Inspector Kalas, leads me 
to belleve that the man was murdered. All 
we have been able to learn today was that the 
man hi been seen in the district begging. 
Where he lived no one seems to know, but 
with all my men at work I hope to find out 
who he is before long. The theory of suicide 
is out of the question, for itis hardly probable 
that a man would kill himself by shooting 
himself in his eye. But the appearance of 
the wound indicates that the revolver was 
held close to his head, for there are powder 
marks on the face. 

„When we get to the bottom of this I 
should not be surprised to find that the old 
man was employed by two men as a beggar. 
The information I have leads me to believe 
this. It is probable they were not satisfied 
with what he Was bringing them or that they 
quarreled as to the division of the few cents 
which the man got from charitable persons. 
The men were under the influence of liquor, 
and probably killed him when they met him 
in that lonesome spot near the furniture 
factory.“ 

Another theory advanced is that the slay- 
ers of the unknown man killed him for fear 
he would implicate th in the murder of 
Nicolo Bollittino at 1 North Sangamon 
street on Oct. 29.

Controls Anthracite Field. 

With the purchasé of a controlling interest 
in the Jersey Central the anthracite coal 
situation now Is dom{nated entirely by Mor- 
gan interests and a combination gigantic 
in proportion is forthcoming. The Reading 
always has been the leading coal carrying 
road. For example, out of 47,665,000 tons of 
hard coal shipping in the year 1899 the Read- 
ing carried upward of 9,700,000: tons. The 
Lehigh Valley came second with 7,600,000 
tons, and the Jersey Central next with 5,400,- 
000 tons. These companies carried more than 
one-half of the total output. 

It now eis believed that the centralization of 
the Morgan interests will result in doing 
away with the middlemen, and the placing of 
the selling business in the hands of a single 
agent. It is understood that the Reading 
will have charge of theiselling and that it will 
buy the tonnage of the other coal companies, 
including the independent concerns. 


Will Divide Up the Traffic. 

It is the general belief that the Jersey Cen- 
tral will be employed as a carrier of most 
of the coal, while the Reading will devote 
more attention to other, branches of busi- 
ness. At one time the Reading road carried 
a great deal more coal than it does at pres- 
ent. The increase in its business along other 
lines is responsible for the decline in its 
coal-carrying , traffic. 

The Jersey Central operates from Jersey 
City to Wilkesbarre, with, the neighboring 
anthractte coal fields, and also to the Jersey 
seaside’ resorts. Its total mileage is 677. 
The total issue of Jersey Central stock is 
$27,113,800. On this a dividend of 7 per cent 
was paid in 1892, 1893, and 1894. In 1895 5% 
per cent, in 1896 6 per cent, in 1897 4% per 
cent, in 1898 and. 1890 4 per cent, and in 1900 
6 per cent was paid. 99 | 

Effect of the Combination. 

It is asserted that J. Rogers Maxwell, 
President of the New Jérsey Central, is to 
succeed President Harris of the Philadelphia 
and Reading company and will assume the 
management of the two roads. Vice Prest- 
dent Voorhees, it is reported, is to assume 
direct charge of the management of the 
Philadelphia and Reading railway end. 

The significance of the entire deal, in ad- 
dition to its anthracite coal output connec- - 
tion, Mes in the fact that the Philadelphia 
and Reading rallwax company gains its 
Jersey City and New York terminals, while 
the Baltimore and Ohio company must use 
leased lines or be operated over the Penn- 


sylvania system. 


STEAMER IAQUA AND ALL ON 
BOARD HAVE PERILOUS NIGHT. 


Passenger Schooner at San Francisco 
Wrecked on Duxburg Reef and One 
Life Lost in Going for Assistance. 


San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 5.—[Special.]— 
The pretty little steamer schooner Iaqua, 
which plies, between Eureka and San Pedro, 
calling at San Francisco, went on the rocks 
of Duxburg Reef just outside the Golden 
Gate last evening, and until this morning it 
was feared that nearly all on board would 
be lost. The schooner had discharged freight 
and passengers from Eureka, and at half 
past 4 o'clock, in the teeth of a howling south- 
west gale, it put to sea. The rain and wind 
raised such a sea that it carried the schooner 
far out of its course and landed it on the 
reef, which has been fatal to many a ship. 
The moment that the boat struck the seas 
began to leap over It, and it looked as though 
the vessel would last only a few hours. 

In this emergency Captain Basch launched 
a boat and Engineer Burrill and two sailors 
jumped in. One man was drowned before 
the boat left the ship. The other two start- 
ed for the Marin shore, which was only 
about a mile distant. It took them two hours 
to reach the shore. The sailor was so ex- 
hausted he was helpless, and Burrill carried 
the news of the wreck to San Rafel, from 
which point he telegraphed it to this city, 

Tugs were dispatched to the scene, and 
after great difficulty the two passengers and 
thirteen members of the crew were taken 
off early this afternoon. The Captain and 
a few men staid on board, determined to do 
what they could to save the vessel. But they

St. Paul Deal, Now Accepted 
as a Fact, Means Big 
Profits to Promoters. 


| RICHES FOR CHICAGO MEN 


‘Holders of Stock Have Securities 
Worth Almost Double Par- 
chase Price. 


POWER OF GREAT- COMBINE.

The Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, 
with its 6,451 miles of railroad, has 
completely into the control of the great 
railway combine, which is seeking to domi- 
nate the transportation business of the coun- 
try. Large blocks of the stock of the com- 
pany have passed to the interests repre- 
sented by J. J. Hill, head of the Great North- 
ern system. There will be no lease of the 
property, but the road simply will be af- 
fililated with the other lines of the great 
combine; nor will there be any change in 
executive officers of the company. The old 
officers will remain, but they will have new 
guiding minds and new policies. This was 
the ruling opinion among Chicago railroad 
men yesterday, after careful consideration 
of all the available facts. 

Incident to the change, the men who have 
been back of the transfer have made 
fortunes. The New York stock market was 
worked to the limit to get the greatest re- 
turns. The harvest was so bountiful that 
the manipulators of the market have re- 
couped in no small degree for the amount 
paid for the stock. It was fortune-getting 
made easy. 

It has not been revealed what blocks of 
stock were purchased to place the St. Paul 
in the list of the combine roads. Chicago 
railroad men were inclined to the belief 
that the stock of the Alexander Mitchell 
estate was the largest item in the list. It 
was flatly given out that the interests of 
P. D. Armour were not concerned. Mr. Ar- 
mour is ijl, but his son, J. Ogden Armour, 
said he knew nothing of any change in the 
management of the road, and was not aware 
of what the rumors indicated. It is de- 
clared that Marshall Field, another large 
stockholder in the road, had not sold his 


holdings. 
Great Fortunes Made. 

The Armour stock, at present prices, rep- 
resents a handsome profit. Most of it was 
bought when St. Paul was selling around 
80. The quotations now are nearly double 
that price. Mr. Armour, however, did not 
go into St. Paul as a speculation. He ex- 
amined the property carefully and made up 
his mind that it was a good investment. He 
is reputed to have put $4,000,000 into the 
stock as his first purchase, and subsequently 
his holdings were enlarged. 

After buying the stock it went into the 
Armour strong box, and is believed to 
there yet, even to the last share. Not count- 
ing the dividends he has received, Mr. Ar- 
mour is believed to have made between 
$8,000,000 and $5,000,000 on his holdings. The 
Marshall Field block is said to have been pro- 
portionately as profitable. 

The report that A. J. Earling, President of 
the company, had sold out to the combine 
any large amount of stock was generally dis- 
eredited. Under the latter day system of 
management of railroads and ether large 


lected, not because of their large holdings of 
stock, but because they know how to run the 
business. The executive heads have little to 
do with the financial affairs. They are in 
their places to make money, which somebody 
else distributes. 

Mr. Earling has been promoted to the Pres- 
idency from subordinate positions, and some 
are inclined to believe that he knew nothing 
about what was going on when St. Paul was 
kiting skyward. 

Managerial Changes Forecasted. 

It was the belief yesterday that not more 
would be learned of the operations of the 
speculators until the special meeting of the 
stockholders, when J. J. Hill probably will 
enter the directory, along with some repre- 
sentative of the Canadian Pacific interests. 
The J. Pierpont Morgan interest, according 
to belief, will be represented by those now in 
the directory. It is expected that the repre- 
sentatives of stock owned by those outside 
of the combine would be retired. . 

Then the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
will be fully “ affiliated’ with the combine, 
as outlined in THE TRIBUNE a week ago. 
The whole procedure, say those interested, 


decry the talk of a “ trust.” 

The purpose of the combine is said not to be 
the control of rates, but to prevent rate- 
cutting. The distinction, say disinterested 
ones, is purely technical. 

Power of the Combine. 

Taken in connection with the passing of the 
Central Railroad of New Jersey, the change 
in the transportation interests now under 
way becomes most marked. It has been 
going on until there is now but one line to the 
west from Chicago—the Chicago Great West- 
ern—that is not in some way affillated with 
the combine. Should the road pass to the 
combine, as it is believed it soon will, the 
combine will have control of railway charges 
from the West to the lakes. All that will 
stand in its way eastward will be the competi- 
tion of the waterways during the season of 
navigation. On general merchandise even 
the lake traffic is under the control of the 
combine, which owns the steamboat lines. 

The deal by which the St. Paul passes to 
the combine was materially different from 
the means it employed to get hold of the Chi- 
cago and Alton. A direct offer of $170 per 
share was made for all the stock of the 
latter road and was accepted by the majority 
of the stockholders. There were no such 
sensational fluctuations of stock with the 
Alton deal as has marked the St. Paul trans- 
fer. | 

There also were no big profits in the New 
York Stock Exchange for the manipulators.

WILD DAY IN LONDON MARKET. 


Stock Exchange Opens with Great Ex- 
citement and Much Activity in 
American Department. 


LONDON, Jan. 5.—The Stock Exchange 
opened with wild excitement today, with 
large variations. Americans were at much 
above parity and the American department 
was so overcrowded brokers found it di- 
cult to approach. 

St. Paul started with sensational jumps, 
reaching 169, with dealings limited. The 
stock afterward receded and then read- 
vanced. Eries were also a particular feature. 
They were bought in large lots by local 
speculators, but chiefly for American ac- 
count. Atchisons were another favorite 
stock. Others were about $1 above parity, 
except Northern Pacific common, which 
went below. 

The boom favorably affected other depart- 
ments, Kaffirs especially hardening consid- 
erably. West Australians were better, re- 
covering part of their recent losses, on ru- 
mors that the London and Globe Finance 
Corporation, limited, had disposed of its in- 
terest in the Baker street-Waterloo railroad 
to the Yerkes syndicate. 

Alluding to the relations between the Bank 
of England and the government, whose 
manipulations have kept credit dealers in 
a continuous state of nervousness for some 
time, the Investors’ Review maintains that 
the 5 per cent bank rate will prove a differ- 
ent thing from what it was a year ago. 
“The market,” it points out, is exhausted 
by prolonged comparatively dear money and 
no longer has the strength to bear up against 
adversity.

ISSUE IS CHURCH OR STATE. 


Courts of the Philippines Will Rule on 
Right of Control for a Medical 
College. 


- MANILA, Jan. 5.—The decision of the Phil- 
ippine commission in the San José Medical 
College case unanimously refers the settle- 
ment of the questions involved to the courts 
and provides trustees, who, with the assist- 
ance of the Attorney General of the Philip- 
pines, will inaugurate and prosecute the liti- 
gation. The sum of $5,000 is appropriated 
for the expenses of the suit. 

Many listened to the reading of Judge 
Taft's opinion in English and Spanish. 

A bill has been passed carrying out the 
terms of the decision, It appoints five phy- 
siclans as trustees, including Dr. Tavera, 
who is the complainant throughout, and 
Colonel Greenleaf, the chief surgeon in the 
Philippines. The trustees are required to 
begin a suit within a month in the Supreme 
Court of the Philippines to determine 
whether the ownership of the college is in 
the church or in the government. The 
Dominican rector of St. Thomas’ University 
and Archbishop Chappelle are required to 
defend the suit on the part of the church. 

The act provides that the decision of the 
Philippine court is not to be so final as to 
make it impossible for Congress to provide 
for an appeal to the United States Supreme 
Court. The opinion says: 

“A case involving the construction of the 
treaty of Paris and the effect upon public 
trusts of the transfer of sovereignty from 
a kingdom in which church and state are 
united and inseparable to one in which 
church and state are entirely separated is 
of such import that it ought to be submitted 
to the highest tribunal. The commission 
recommends that General MacArthur rescind 
General Otis’ order suspending the conduct 
of the medical college under the rector of 
St. Thomas’ University,”’

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CUBAN CHARTER IX 


| Outlines of Twenty-five Articles Said 


te Have Been Practicaly Decided 
Upon by the Delegates Now in Ses- 
sion in Opened for the 
Election of General Gomes as Pres- 
ident—Changes May Yet Be Made Be- 
tere It Is Adopted. 


(Gpecial Cable te The Chicage Tribune. 

HAVANA, Juhe 6.—A complete forecast of 
the final draft of the Cuban constitution 
was printed here today. While the charter 
is strongly pro-Cuban, it does not debar 
Maximo Gomes from the Presidency, as any 
resident of the Island, Cuban born or who 
served in. the revolution for at least ten 
years, is made eligible to the Chief Magis- 
tracy. 

The scheme will probably be altered be- 
fore it is published and will then be con- 
sidered in open session. The project con- 
sists of twenty-five sections. 8 

Section 1 declares that Cuba constitutes 
a sovoreign state, including the same terri- 
tory as when it belonged to Spain. 

Section 2 defines the conditions which 
constitute Cuban citizenship. One clause 
of this section gives the right of Cuban 
citizenship to foreigners who fought in the 

revolution for some months before the out- 
break of the Spanish-American war. 

Section 3 gives individual rights which are 
guaranteed in the constitution. 

Section 4 defines the rights and duties of 
foreigners. 

The sixth section declares that the Legis- 
lature shall be composed of two chambers— 
a Senate and House of Representatives. 

The seventh section treats of the composi- 
tion and powers of the Senate. This body 
will be composed of four Senators from each 
of the six provinces. They will be selected 
by electors named by the Ayuntamientos. 
The term of each Senator will be six years. 
The Judges of the Supreme Court, the diplo- 
matic representatives, and consular agents 
will be named by the President whether the 
Senate approves of them or not. 

The eighth section detlares that the House 
of Representatives shall consist of one mem- 
ber for every 30,000 inhabitants. These Rep- 
resentatives will be elected every two years 
by a direct vote of the people. 5 

The tenth article says Congress will meet 
in ordinary session on the first Monday in 
November and continue in session for ninety 
days. This section also defines the duties 
and powers of Congress. 

Qualifications for President, 

Section 12 treats of the qualifications of 
the President. He must be a Cuban born or 
have served in the revolution for at least ten 
years. He is to be elected by a direct vote, 
and the term of office is to be six years. This 
also prescribes the powers of the President. 
Among other 2 he is to have command 
of the Cuban forces on land and sea. 

Sections 14, 15, and 16 treat of the judiciary. 

Section 17 refers to departments or pro- 
vincial government. Each department will 
have a Governor, elected every three years 
by direct vote, There will also be an As- 
sembly, consisting of one delegate for every 
12,000 inhabitants. 

Section 18 prescribes the powers of depart- 
mental governments to treat of matters not 
national or municipal, such as the construc- 
tion of public roads, public instruction, char- 
ities, and the raising of loans for public 
works. The Governor of a province or the 
President of the republic can suspend any 
resolutions adopted by departmental assem- 
blies which they consider unconstitutional 
or opposed to good laws and international 
treaties. 

Sections 20 and 21 refer to the Ayuntamien- 
tos, which, if they want to float loans, will 
have to put the matter to a vote of the elect- 
ors. They also define local self-government. 

Section 23, referring to the public Treas- 
ury, declares that the government of Cuba 
will not recognize debts or obligations which 
were contracted before the promulgation of 
the constitution, unless they were legally 
contracted for the benefit of the revolution 
since Feb. 24, 1895. 

Section 24 states the manner in which the 
constitution may be modified. Any such 
modification, after being approved by the 
government in power, must be approved also 
by the succeeding government. 

Section 25 says, as a transitory alspost- 
tion, that three months after the promulga- 
tion of the election law to be made by the 


‘convention members of the Cuban govern- 


ment shall be elected in order to take charge 
of the island. 
Some Objections Discussed. 

Tt is claimed that this project is similar to 
what will be finally adopted as the constitu- 
tion, as the delegates have agreed on the main 
features. 

In regard to the powers of departmental 
governments, however, one of the delegates 
said today that there was some opposition 
to the proposed system on the ground that 
it would be costly and unnecessary. This 
delegate will suggest an alternate plan under 
which the Governors will be appointed by the 
central government in order to avoid clashes 
between the republic high officials and those 
of the provinces. 

Other delegates, who agree that the pro- 
posed departmental system would be costly, 
will suggest anether plan which will include 
two chambers foreach department. 

All these projects unsettle the question of 
suffrage, which it is proposed to leave to an 
election law which will be enacted later on. 
Some of the delegates, however, will insist 
on the suffrage question being defined in the 
constitution. It is said some changes in the 
Above scheme were made at a secret sesisen 
of the delegates today.

Mrs. Flora Warner Says Husband Asked 


Her to Connive for a Sepa- 
ration. 


Mrs. Flora Warner, wife of James G. 
Warner, an insurance appraiser, with of- 
fices in the New York Life Building, filed a 
bill for separate maintenance yesterday in 
the Circuit Court, also for a writ of in- 
junction to prevent him from disposing of 
any of his property, and for a writ of ne 
exeat to keep him from leaving the State. 

It was while Mrs. Warner was in the West 
visiting her parents that her husband is 
said to have promulgaved a scheme for a 
readjustment of the marital relations of two 
families. The plan, according to Mrs. 
Warner, was for her to allow him to secure 
a divorce by default, a Mrs. Hayes, with 
whom he was infatuated, was to secure 
one in the same manner, and the two di- 
vorced affinities were to be married again. 

To facilitate the arrangement he is said 
to have sent Mrs. Warner a letter, which 
she was requested to copy and sign, and 
then mall the copy to him. It was ostensibly 
to convey to him for the first time informa- 
tion of her desertion and wat to be used 
as proof at the hearing of the case. 

Mrs. Warner says she declined to be a 
party to any such arrangement.

State. In two suits for damages to proper- 
ty, against the Union Elevated railway com- 


In the 


pany and the Metropolitan Nlevated, re- 


spectively, the court decided in favor of 
the defendants. 

The more important of the two sults was 
that of the trustees of the Monadnock 
Building against the Union Elevated com- 
pany for $300,000 damages for alleged de- 
preciation in the value of the building by 
the construction and operation of the loop. 
The complainants’ contend that the elevated 
structure impedes ingress and egress to the 
building, cuts off light and air from the 
rooms, and that the operation of the trains 
is productive of dust and noise, deleterious 
not only to the comfort but the health of 
the tenants. The allegations are the same 
as in suits brought against the loop by a 
great number of property-owners whose 
buildings abutt it. 


Sustains the Demurrer. 

The Union Elevated railway company filed 
a demurrer, contending that the declaration 
does not set up a sufficient cause of action 
to warrant a trial. Judge Baker sustained 
the demurrer. He was of the opinion that 
the allegations were too general. In giv- 
ing his opinion he suggested that the 
declaration be amended and that definite in- 
juries be noted in each count. E. O. Brown, 
attorney for the plaintiffs, asked for time in 
which file an amended declaration. 
The court reviewed previous decisions and 
discussed the provisions of the constitution 
of 1870 at length. 


Suit of Mrs. Eliza Aldrich. . 


The other suit, that of Mrs. Elisa A. Aldrich 
against thé Metropolitan West Side Road, 
was tried before a jury, which was instructed 
to bring in a verdict in favor of the defendant. 
The property alleged to be damaged is sep- 
arated from the road’s right of way by an- 
other building. At this point the Metropol- 
itan operates on private property and not 
onthe street. “ The plaintiff contends,” said 
the court, that the single fact of damago in 
the depreciation of the value of her property 
is sufficient, without regard to whether the 
act of the defendant was lawful or tortious. 
I do not agree with this. The single test is 
whether the act is tortious or wrongful. 

“It has been conceded by both parties in 
this case that if the annoyance to the plainriff 
had been caused by a private person in the 
prosecution of his lawful business no liability 


would arise. I do not consider that the con-. 


stitutiondmpresses a different lability upon 
corporations than upon private parties.“ 

Both cases will be appealed. E. O. Brown, 
attorney for the Monadnock Building, said 
that in his opinion the Supreme Court had 
already indirectly given a decision, which, if 
followed, would be favorable to the plaintiffs, 

Attorneys Oliver and Mecartney have begun 
in the Superior Court four more suits against 
the Union Elevated railroad company, the 
Lake Street Elevated railroad company, the 
South Side Eelevated railroad compapy, the 
Metropolitan West Side Elevated railroad 
company, and the Nortnwestern Elevated 
railroad company. The sults are for damages 
aggregating $165,000, on account of alleged 
deterforation of property values adjoining the 
loop structure. The suits are brought in the

TRUCKMAN FORCES AUTOBUS

The above map has been carefully com- 
piled from United States documents by The 
Peruna Medicine Company of Columbus, 
Ohio.

|| CITIZENS ADVOCATE GENERAL PLAN FOR RIVER IMPROVEMENT. || 


The minority report handed to John Bar- 
ton Payne by Judge Orrin N. Carter yester- 
day became a harbinger of peace to the 
warring factions of the Executive commit- 
tee of the Citizens’ commission, appointed 
by President Jones of the Sanitary District 
to formulate a policy of improvement for 
the Chicago River. It came too late to be 
reconsidered by the Executive committee 
and be substituted by them for the Higin- 
botham report, but will go before the com- 
mission at.its next meeting, and there is 
said to be a chance that it will be accepted. 

The new report advocates a general plan 


‘| for river improvement and does not favor 


the beginning of work until this has been 
formulated. It does not favor any addi- 
tional expense or legislation until this has 
been done. Yet it desires that the funds 
available for the next two years be used

It does not show 
that a temporary improvement is what 18 
desired. 
The real trouble is that our river is poorly 
planned and the work thus far done on it is 
for a city much smaller than Chicago. When 
this condition is changed it should be changed 
for decades to come. The expense will be

large, but not larger than other cities have 
spent. Liverpool and Glasgow are doing 
much more for their shipping than we have 
done or are apt to do. Yet, limited as the 
amount is to be, we can make our river the 
center of all the lake trade and ought to do It. 


The first thing. that should go is the Wash- . 


ington street bridge. All that blocks it now 18 
the opposition of a few property owners who 
have holdings on the approaches and imagine 
it will ruin their business. The tunnel rises 
up there and with the narr8w passages given. 
by the center piers is making a dangerous. 
waterway. This should be altered at once. 
A bascule bridge can be put up later. The 
plan for five experts is the best solution 
of the entire trouble. They will be paid for 
their labor and can examine into every min- 
uti@ of the situation. They will be able to 
make a report sufficiently clear to meet all 
requirements and draw up plans which the 
public will be able to grasp. 


Question of Money. 


L. E. McGann, Commissioner of Public 
Works—The real question at issue is not the 
improving of the river, but the raising of the 
money to do it. Neither the city nor the 
Drainage Board has enough on hand even to 
fairly start the “work, much less finish it. 
Bids were recently opened for the building of 
four bridges, yet the board has cash for but 
one. The bidders know this and are hawding 
in high bids. It is false economy. There is 
no use in getting elaborate plans, which cost 
elaborate money, when there is not enough in 


sight tocompletethem. What should be done 


is to find out how much cash there will be 
and then go ahead and do the best possible 
with that. This work should start at once, 
for we the losing our shipping. There were 
150 less vessels recorded as passing the Rush 
street bridge this year than last and there 
should have been an increase of 500. The cen- 
ter pier bridges should goatonce. The board 
claims it cannot possibly move more than two 
a year and there are eight to change to the 
bascule type. This time is too long, and 
great damage will be done to trade before it 
has expired. The tunnels also block naviga- 
tion and must be removed. I understand the 
United States government is willing to help 
when these obstacles, placed in the river by 
the city, are removed, The widening can 
come later with increased funds. 


Bridges Are Antiquated. 


John Erickson, City Engineer—I 
a river even wider than 200 feet. e have 
net built for the real Chicago and we should 
do so now. This would straighten out most 
of the bends, give us one of the best shipping 
channels in the world, and is perfectly prac- 
ticable. The bridges now in use are anti- 
quated affairs, and were never intended for 
the work they are put to. They should be 
torn down immediately, whether or not the 
rest of the river is impreved. In their place 
should be put the new ba8cule type, such as 
we are now erecting at Taylor street. This 
is not a patented bridge and committees of 
experts who have examined it say it is the 
best type they haveseen. Then the tunnels 
should be lowered. The depth should be 
twenty-six feet. I think the scheme of the

Corporation Counsel Charles M. Walker— 
The river made Chicago and is necessary for 
its greatness. We in this department of the 
city’s administration realize this, and have 
been doing our duty to improve it. In fact, 
we have done much which is not apparent to 
the public at large, for the results are not yet 
tangible. We have a case now pending on 
tunnel-lowering and we shall try to win it. 
Of course, I realize that it will travel from 
court to court. This may take a long time, 
yet it will be accomplished ultimately. The 
widening of the river is another side of the 
question that js of much interest to me. This 


is u tedious task. Like the obtaining of a 


street road right of way it must done 
piecemeal. It is a shame to sacrifice the 
$30,000,000 worth of improvement the city 
has put into the canal for the sake of a slight 
eaving at this end, and I do not think it will 
be done. I would not care to undertake any 
extra duties, as I am busy, but if the work 
of improvement needs my office it can have it. 

Dr. A. R. Reynolds, Commissioner of Health 
I am certainly in favor of a continuation 
of the river improvement. The minority re- 
port to be made public by Judge Carter ex- 
presses my views better than any condensed 
statement I can make. Of course, the health 
of the city demands river improvement. 


Randolph Approves It. 


- Isham Randolph, chief engineer of drain- 
age system—I do not care to give out my 
ideas concerning the river improvement, for 
some of them do not agree with those of 
„the Drainage board. I have radical views, 
yet I heartily approve of the commission 
and the Board of Experts advocated by the 
minority of the Citizens’ Commission com- 
mittee. Public interest. demands that the 
‘money at the disposal of the board be placed 
where it cam benefit the public most, and 
in thls case it certainly ought to be put into 
river improvement. It is not necessary for 
the drainage system that the extra flaw 
required by law come through the South 
Branch. It could be obtained from other 
sources. The expense of obtaining it would 
practically be-equivalent to the Improving 
of the river and the public would be most 
benefited by so doing. This is one of the 
reasons I believe the river should be taken 
care of at once. Another is that the shipping

The obstacles in the bed are such that

eve in Kean is impaired and they ought to be 


moved at once. It will take from four to 
four and one-half years to do this, for the 
work is slow. Only two bridges can be

‘that. Then, too, more could hardly be put 
up.. We have four under way now, contracis 
let, and plans submitted. They will take 
the time I have stated. We are doing still 
more. South of Twelfth street we are 
widening the stream to the required 200 feet. 
Property is being condemned and dredging 
will begin. This will straighten out the 
stream to a perceptible extent. Much of 
the property is at a low valuation, lower 
than it will be again for years, and we are 
pushing-the case as rapidly as we can. In 
this way we are doing what the commission 
desires planned and will gradually accom- 
plish all it desires.

INSISTING ON UNION RULE. 
Twenty Men Sent Away from New. 
Warehouse at Clark and Kinsie 
Streets by Contractor, and Labor 
Wonders if This Is the Beginning of 
a Movement Aiming to Force Them 
ont of the Trades Council—Co-oper- 

ative City Project. *

house being erected at Kinzie and North 
Clark streets were discharged yesterday 
noon by Contractor Walter Clark because of 
their refusal to work during the afternoon in 
violation of the rule of their union. 

The question now agitating labor circles 
is whether the discharge is the beginning of 
a movement on the part of the contractors 
against the union. It is known there is a 
strong feeling of resentment on the part of 
the contractors against the carpenters be- 
cause of their refusal to accept the uniform 
agreement, as have the unions which have 
withdrawn from the council. This feeling is 
intensified by the fact that the carpenters 
are the particular organization the con- 
tractors have been anxious to make terms 
with, for it is well understood they are the 
mainstay and support of the Building 
Trades council, and their withdrawal would 
mean the quick dissolution of that body. 
Two or three times during last summer and 
fall negotiations were entered into with the 
union, but they failed to accomplish any- 
thing. 

Within the last month the carpenters have 
shown increased activity in organizing their 


| trade throughout the city, reducing their 


initiation fee from $25 to $5 and in other 
ways seeking to attract all the competent 
mechanics in the city. They have declared 
the longer they waited the better agreement 
with the contractors they would get. They 
have announced their purpose to walt until 
next spring, when, having their trade well 
organized, they proposed to begin an ag- 
gressive fight against the contractors. 

he contractors have been exceedingly anx- 
ious to bring the labor trouble to an end be- 
fore spring, as they expect a season of un- 
exampled activity in building. They are 
averse to indicating their line of action now, 
but declare that unless the carpenters come 
to terms they will have reason to regret 
their course.

‘FREDERIC HARRISON TO SPEAK 
ON WASHINGTON’S BIRTHDAY. 


Union League Club Makes a Number of 

Innovations for the Celebration of 
the Holiday This Year—Instead of 
Exercises in the Schools the Chil- 
dren Will Gather at the Auditorium 
to Listen to Addresses by Prominent 
Speakers. A 


Arrangements for the customary celebra- 
tion of Washington's birthday under the 
auspices of the Union League club are well 
under way. The Committee on Political 
Action, which has charge of the celebration, 
has planned several innovations. Hereto- 
fore the memorial address at the Auditorium 
has been delivered by some eminent Ameri- 
can, distinguished in letters or statesman- 
ship, the list including such names as James 
Russell Lowell, Benjamin Harrison, William 
McKinley, Archbishop Ireland, and Theodore 
Roosevelt. | 

This year the committee thought it might 
be interesting to reverse the point of view, 
and to have the character and achievements 
of Washington portrayed by an Englishman. 
The difficulty of securing a public character 
of eminence and ability to undertake the 
long journey for such a purpose was great, 
but through the good offices of Joseph H. 
Choate, the American Ambassador to Great 
Britain, the committee is assured of the 
acceptance of the club’s invitation by Fred- 
eric Harrison of London, 

Mr. Harrison comes mot only with the 
warm recommendation of Mr. Choate, who 
speaks highly of his ability as an orator but 
with an established reputation as one ot the 
foremost men of letters in England. His 
controversy with Herbert Spencer in the 
columns of the Nineteenth Century, in 1884, 
made him famous, while his literary ahd his- 
torical works have rendered his fame secure. 
Among his works are a Life of Oliver 
Cromwell,“ The Meaning of History,“ 
“Annals from an Old Manor-House,” and 
The Study of History.“ He has been a 
careful student of the times of Washington 
and is an ardent admirer of his character. 
In one of his letters to Judge Cary, Presfdent 
of the Union League club, he says: I have 
always maintained the republic to be the 
final and complete form of the civilized polity, 
and Washington to have been the perfect 
type of the republican chief.’’ 

The subject of his memorial address is 
„Washington and the Republican Ideal.“ 

Changes have been made also in the char- 
acter of the school celebrations of the day. 
Instead of conducting exercises in the school- 
rooms throughout the city, as has been the 
custom hitherto, there will be a mass-meet- 
ing for the benefit of the scholars of the 
public schools at the Auditorium on the 
morning of Feb. 22.

ing is nearly complete. There will be re- 
sponses to appropriate toasts by -Frederic 
Harrison, the Rev. Dr. Fenn of the Church 
of the Messiah, John F. Phillips, Judge of 
the United States District Court at Kansas 
City, the Hon. E. G. Cooley, Superintendent 
of Schools, and others. General Leonard 
Wood has promised to attend and speak at 
the banquet, if his duties in connection with 
the constitutional convention now in progress 
in Cuba shall permit of his presence in this 
country at that time.

MRS. J. W. BOLTE CRITICISES TEM- 
PERANCE TEXT BOOK IDEA. 


Cousin of Frances Willard Declares the 
Members of the W. C. T. U. Are Mis- 
guided in Their Efforts to Secure 
the Adoption of Their Literature by 

the Schools and Doubts the Wisdom 
et Their Teaching—Presents a Pic- 
ture Play.

The effort of the W. C. T. u. to get tem- 
perance text books into the public schools 
was denounced yesterday afternoon at a 
meeting of the Political Equality league by 
Mrs. Jessie Willard Blote, a cousin of Fran- 
ces Willard. She called the effort an unwar- 
ranted interference with a system of public 
education that should be controlled by offi- 
cers of the public. : 

“tT believe the temperance text books in- 
troduced in the public schools of thirty-seven 
States in the union are a danger rather than 
a safeguard to our children,” said Mrs. Bolte. 
“I do not believe in the undue exaggeration 
of the evil of drink. I think the text books 
are calculated to arouse a morbid curiosity 
in children. . 

Why should children be set to thinking 
of all these evils, in the way these books de- 
pict them, when they probably would other- 
wise know nothing of them? I believe in 
teaching children temperance, but by 10 1 
mean the temperance of self-restraint in eat- 
ing, drinking, amusement, exercise, and all 
activities. 

“There may be mothers who will differ 
with me and will want their children taught 
these things. If so I ask, Can they not be 
taught at home? I do not want my children 
taught-in that way, and I am compelled to 
do so if the books are forced upon the schools. 
_ “TI protest against leaving the books in the 
echools. Let temperance be taught in con- 
nection with physiology and hygiene, but let 
it come in as a part of the natural scientific 
knowledge the child gains and not asa moral 
reform to those who have not known the 
evil.“ 

Oriticises the Teachers. 
Dr. Julia Holmes Smith, in commenting on 
‘curreht events before the club, said the 
criticisms of the teachers’ tax investigations 
were well founded. 

„If women are going to enter political 
Ute,“ said Dr. Smith, one of the first essen- 
tials is that they shall learn to estimate the 
strength of their forces. This is what the 
Teachers’. federation failed to do and conse- 
quently it is meeting defeat. The work is 
not a proper one for teachers in the public 
schools; and they have proved unequal to it. 
Such undertakings do not gain the confidence 
of men in the ability of women to enter public 
affairs.”

WILL VETO THE WARD MEASURE 


Mayor Objects to “ Partisan Organiza- 
tion of Council ”—Report of City 
Attorney Ryan. 


Mayor Harrison asserted yesterday that 
he would send to the City Council tomorrow 
night a veto of the redistricting ordinance. 
He took this as a way of answering the 
thirty-six Republican Aldermen who have 
banded themselves together as a majority 
of the Council to resist the city executive's 
attempted dictation. He called-their stand 
a “partisan organization of the Council.” 
He further contended that the present re- 
districting bill favored the Democrats rather 
than the Republicans. 

„Then,“ he continued. why do the Re- 
publicans want it to stand? I give it up. 
The people of this city want no Council 
organized on a partisan basis. They will 
show at the polls next spring that they are 
tired of attempts at that sort of thing. I 
am going to veto that bill because of glaring 
faultsinit.” . 

City Attorney Andrew J. Ryan, in his an- 
nual report, recommends that the Council 
cause the Committee on Legislation to bring 
before the Legislature a provision that no 
lawsuit be brought against the city for per- 
sonal injury unless within ninety days of the 
injury a written statemerſ is filed with the 
City Clerk, giving the name of the person 
injured and the time, place, and incidents of 
the accident. * 

The establishment of a department of 
claims is recommended. 

There were 146 cases disposed of during the 
year, where the jury rendered verdicts to 
the total amount of 5242,15, being an average 
of $1,646 to a case. Four hundred and thir- 
teen cases were disposed of without jury, 
amounting to $233,125, an average of $505 a 
case. One hundred and fifty-six cases were 
disposed of where no recovery was had. 
There are 1,960 sults at law and petitions, 
asking damages for personal injuries, now 
pending against the city. All the side- 
walk cases are for injuries sustained on 
plank walks.

LONDON, Jan. 5.—The critical situation in 
south Africa is by far the most important 
subject in the world’s attention, for upon 
its development depends the policy of sev- 
eral powers in regard to the Chinese and 
other international questions. This fact is 
so seriously felt by the British government 
that it causes the gravest anxiety in Down- 
ing street. The sacrifice of British inter- 
ests in other parts of the world, which will 
undoubtedly be forced upon this country by 
rival powers, especially Russia, if England’s 
military arm is crippled in another twelve 
months, is too great to contemplate. More- 
over, it is impossible to expect that the Brit- 
ish public, marvelous though its patience 
has been, will tolerate an indefinite prolonga- 
tion of the ruinous and rewardless war. 

The government is still free of public pres- 
sure of this nature because the majority of 
English people are still being systematically 
and completely deceived in regard to the 
grave crisis at the Cape. It is impossible 
to get the truth by cable, and nine-tenths 
of the press would refrain from publishing 
it if it were available.

No Negotiations Yet Begun. 

It is quite premature to say that anything 
has occurred which could be described as ne- 
gotiations.. The truth is if there is any one 
in Europe, even Kruger himself, who could 
make concessions which the Boers would ac- 
cept, peace can only be made now in squth 
Africa itself and with the leaders of the men 
in the field. The only definite fact bearing in 
that direction is that both sides now earnest- 
ly desire peace, and each is willing to mod- 
erate in some slight degree its demands of 
the early days of the war. 

There are facts about the south African 
situation which the British public does not 
realize or which have not been allowed to 
transpire. These British operations were in 
many cases futile or fatled on account of 
jealousies between officers, such as was ex- 
posed in the General Sir Henry Colvile scan- 
dal. 

The rank and file of the British troops are 
tired and disgusted with the present style 
of warfare. They have grown to respect the 
Boers as brave fighters, while they have 
learned to utterly despise the outlanders and 
colonists in whose behalf the war is being 
nominally waged. 

There is no lack of courage in the British 
troops and no actual mutiny, but unneces- 
sary hardships and bad leadership have de- 
prived them of all heart in the campaign. 
Every military man will recognize how seri- 
ously this condition will affect the efficiency 
of any army. 

Boers Can Fight Indefinitely. 

The Boers can keep up the present opera- 
tions indefinitely in a vast country where 
they range almost at will, despite an army 
twice their size. They care nothing for Brit- 
ish occupation of their towns, and therein the 
war differs from ali modern contests, as the 
Boer population of cities is always small. 
The question of supplies is easy, unless the 
British abandon the country with the excep- 
tion of the principal towns, for the Boers ane 
able to replenish their stores almost at will 
by capturing British pos‘s. 

All of these facts and others confifming 
the reports of the widespread sedition in Cape 
Colony are quite unrealized by the English 
public, and they constitute as a whole an al- 
most hopeless military situation for the 
British. In other words, it is virtually estab- 
lished that only a vast expenditure of men 
and treasure, vast even in comparison with 
the great sacrifices in the last six months, 
can crush all resistance in south Africa.

PARIS, Jan. 5.—The legal proceedings in- 
stituted by a Chicago playwriter against 
Edmond Rostand for the alleged plagiarism 
ot Cyrano de Bergerac have caused quite 
a ripple of excitement at Cambo les Bains, in 
the Basque country, near Biarritz, where the 
author of “ L’Aiglon”’ f now slowly recov- 
ering from a severe attack of nervous pros- 
tration, aggravated by an attack of pneu- 
monia, It appears that the irrepressible Chi- 
cago playwriter, Gross by name, pushed 
matters so far as to seek evidence among 
Rostand’s own servants, and notably from 
one of Rostand’s maids. These are steps 
which are regarded here as an unwarrantable 
intrusion into the privacy of the Rostand 
household, and are energetically resented, so 
that an application to M. Cochefort of the 
Paris Police department has resulted in 
Rostand being protected by a squad of de- 
tectives from further annoyance. M. Ros- 
tand is now strong enough to make occasion- 
al outdoor excursions with his wife, while he 
devotes long winter evenings to studying 
the Basque language. 1 


Continue New Year’s Celebration. 

Thanks to the bright, crisp, and sunny 
weather, the New Year's and twentieth cen- 
tury festivities are still prolonged with un- 
precedented activity.

That battle 
was one of the most important in American 
ring history, and it was only by accident that 
it was omitted from the review.

Heenan endeavored to counter, but struck 
wildly in the air, and, overreaching himself 
in this way, in endeavoring to returna sharp 
blow which Morrissey had delive on the 
neck, he fell from exhaustion and was car- 
ried insensible to his corner. At the next call 
of time Heenan seemed perfectly uncon- 
scious. Morrissey was therefore hailed 
champion of America.“

The boxing game in the East received an- 
other severe shock on the first day of the 
new year when Frank Welsh was knocked 
unconscious by Paddy Donovan in the ninth 
round of their twenty-round contest. The 


|} bout was held under the auspices of the 


Cedar Park Athletic club of Phillipsburg, 
N. J., and reports say it was fast and furious, 
and for five rounds the boys seemed to be 
evenly matched. Welsh appeared to be 
landing the most blows, but in the ninth 
round Donovan landed hard on Welsh’s 
stomach and followed with a terrific right 
swing on the neck which Welsh to 
the floor as if shot. Dr. J. M. Reese was 
called, and after examining the prostrate 
pugilist announced that he was suffering 
from paralysis of the brain, and was, there- 
fore, in a dangerous condition. 

Donovan and others directly interested 
were placed under arrest to await the result 
of Welsh's injuries. The latter, it is said, 
was advised by the club's examining physi- 
cian not to enter into the contest, owing to 
the bad condition of his stomach. 

Although the contest took place in New 
Jersey, the majority of those connected with 
the affair were Philadelphians. The death 
‘of Steve Flanagan and Young Sanford and 
this unfortunate affair will give the sport 
in the States of New Jersey and Pennsy!- 
vania a blow from which it will take a long 
time to recover. |

Local pugilism was at white heat for sev- 
eral days during the week, and although the 
atmosphere was full of hot shot nobody was 
seriously injured.

take their positions before the first turn is 
reached and avold crowding. The fact that 
it is a handicap insures a good race, as ina 
condition event there is always a possibility 
that the season may develop a horse so Su- 
perior to the others that ordinary penalties 
will not handicap him sufficiently to give the 
others a chance. The Harlem Handicap is 
a renewal of that track's fixture at nine 
furlongs, and wth $4,000 added will be a 
$6,000 prize. 

There is one stake which, although its 
value is not so great, will probably attract 
more attention than some of the richer ones. 
This is the M. Lewis Clark Stake, named in 
honor of the famous racing judge, who died 
two years ago. Colonel Clark was the first 
presiding judge at Harlem after the revival 
of racing in Chicago. in 1898, and the action 
of the Louisville Jockey club in abandoning 
its Clark Stakes gave the Harlem Jockey 
club the opportunity of honoring the name 
of the man who did so much for Western rac- 
ing. The stake is for 3-year-olds, and the 
club will make it a permanent feature as an 
Amertcan Derby trial. This year it will be 
run on June 15, just one week before the 
Derby, and the victor in the running of the 
M. Lewis Clark Stakes is likely to be the 
winner of the American Derby. The Clark 
Stakes abandoned by the Louisville club 
was of a guaranteed value in which nomina- 
tions were made as yearlings, with the priv- 
ilege of declaring out. The value of the 
stakes was $3,000, a large portion of which 
was contributed by the nominating horse- 
men. The M. Lewis Clark Stakes will this 
year be worth about $3,200 in cash, $2,000 
of which is added by the club. 

Overweight Handicaps, $600 to $750. 

The other ten stakes range in value from 
$2,800 to $4,000, of which the smallest has 
an added money value of $1,250. This year 
Setretary Nathanson will pay more attention 
to the matter of quality than of quantity in 
entries for these stakes, which will close 
on Monday, Feb. 18. They will all be run 
at the meetings June 10 to June 21 and Aug. 
5 to Aug. 17. In addition to the stakes no 
purse for other than maidens and low priced 
selling races will have less than $500, and 
overnight handicaps will each have §600 and 
$750 added. Stakes for the fall meetings 
will be announced in July and will be sim- 
Uarly Increased in values. 

Now that the Harlem stakes are announced 
it is possible to arrive at an estimate of the 
amount of money the Chicago tracks will 
hang up in stakes and purses this year. In 
round figures, three-fourths of a million 
dollars will be given away, and the average 
value of each race on the four tracks will 
be $737) as the following table will show:

These figures will give an idea of the im- 
portance of Chicago as a racing center and 
show what inducements are offered to horse- 
men to send their horses here. 

For horses of class the possibilities are par- 
ticularly bright under the liberal policy of 
the Chicago tracks, indicated by the fol- 
lowing summary of stakes to be run be- 
tween May 27 and Aug. 17, seventy-two rac-

Aside from the Futurity, Matron, and Stal- 
lion Stakes, to which the associations add 
from $5,000 to $10,000, the stakes of the 
New York racetracks do not cost them as 
much as these cost the Chicago clubs. The 
majority of the stakes in the Eastern lists 
have only $1,000, $1,500, and $2,000 added 
money. Then the lowest forfeits in the East 
are $15, while in Chicago the entrance fees 
are cash, and except in the larger events 
are only $10. The Great American Suburban, 
Brooklyn, and other large stakes in the East 
have guaranteed values, the series of tor- 
feitgs making them worth large sums, but 
only at a normal cost to the association. Of 
course, these stakes are larger than those of 
ordinary values offered here, but they are so 
at the expense of the horsemen, and it will 
not be surprising if a good many Eastern 
stables make entries where they will have 
a chance to race for large stakes with actual 
cash valuations. 

If the liberality of the clubs has anything 
to do with a successful racing season, then 
the prospects for Chicago this year are par- 
ticularly bright.

Protest from the East. 

Under the present rules, as formulated by 
the Tournament committee, none of the cone 
testants wili be allowed to practice before @ 
game. This ruling has already brought @ 
protest from an Eastern Captain, who thinks 
it unfair to the players that they should not 
be permitted to warm up. His point seems 
well taken, as everybody who has bowled 
knows how héavy the first ball sent down 
seems, and the benefit derived from limber- 
ing up. In baseball, basketball, tennis, and, 
in fact, in almost every branch of sports, & 
little preliminary practice is allowed, and 
there seems no adequate reason why it should 
not be permitted in a championship bowling 
match. Two or three minutes given to each 
team could do no harm, and, as the alleys are 
new, it is not possible any player could get 
any undue advantage from rolling a few 
balls. If setting up the whole ten pins would 
occupy too much time, then stick up one pin 
and bowl at that, as, the main purpose is te 
get the muscies in working order. 

Everybody interested in the game would 
like to see some tall scoring during the tour- 
nament, and a flying start Is a step in this 
direction. 

If a warming up practice is not permitted 
it is the intention of some of the contestants 
to practice on near-by alleys until close on 
their time for starting. This will necessitate 
a change and a walk through the cold, which 
might easily be avoided.

RALPH HOAGLAND PRAISES STAN-

Advantages for Physicial Training 
Offered by the College Teams on the 


Gridiron.

Contrary to general belief, the undergrad- 
uate life of the universities of Leland Stan- 
ford Jr. and California affords a cosmopolitan 
phase. Statistics show that out of the 2,000 
rtudents at Stanford a large proportion come 
from the cities east of the Mississippi River. 
This is also true of the University of Call- 
fornia. 

Fraternity life plays a great part in the 
undergraduate body at both of these institu- 
tions, but it is not permitted to exercise any 
derogatory effect upon athletics. These var- 
sities are best known to Eastern and middle 
Western followers of athletics by their foot- 
ball performances and by the memorable 
trips taken in the East by the California 
track teams. Both in the Western intercol- 
legiate and in the Eastern meet the work of 
these athletes from the other side of the 
Rockies has been a matter of great impor- 
tance. Strangely enough, while these vare 
sities are great rivals for athletic honors, 
they are dependent upon each other for the 
high position they now hold in all branches 
of athletic sports.

Good Baseball and Track Teams. 


Climatic conditions out there are more fa- 
vorable for what we call “ summer sports,” 
such as baseball, track athletics, and tennis, 
than they are for football. The same con- 
ditions exist in baseball and track athletics 
that exist in football—t. e.: they are natural 
rivals, and consequently most of the compe- 
tition of the varsities is with each other. 
Their baseball teams reach a high state of 
perfection, and compete successfully with 
the professional teams representing the 
coast cities. ; 

From a record standpoint the perform- 
ances of the members of the track teams are 
on a par, in many instances, with the best 
records made by amateurs throughout the 
country. The 100 yards dash has been done 
repeatedly in ten seconds flat, and Plaw’s 
feats of throwing the hammer and putting 
the shot are too well known by followers of 
athletics to require comment. 

In lawn tennis the Hardy brothers have 
more than held their own with the best men 
throughout the country, and, although play- 
ing after the hard trip across the continent, 
have been defeated only by men ranking in 
the front of tennis. 

Golf and polo, e not ye 

by the athletic departments of ager, oo 
ties, afford a great deal of amusement and 
keen rivalry between members of the under- 
graduate body of each institution. In the 
near future golf undoubtedly will bea recog- 
nized form of interuntversity competition.

Each university 
has its own Board of Control, which oversees 
and advises with the actions of the respect- 
ive managers. There is a graduate treasurer 


regulating all expenditures of money and the 
equipment of teams. The ethical conditions 
of all branches of athletics out there are of 
the highest order. The faculties require the 
classroom standard of an athlete to be 75 per 
cent, whereas the percentage required of @ 
man not engaged in athletics is but 70 per 
cent. The only deviation from the rules ip 
vogue throughout the Middle West is that 
they do not require a man who has piayedon 
another university team to be a resident of 
their universities for one year before Be- 
coming eligible to compete for California or 
Stanford. A special student, however, is ro- 
quired to be a resident of the varsity for one

Then he won the sec- 
ond heat in 2:16%, by far the fastest mile he 
had ever trotted. This clinched matters, but 
there were still a few apparently demented 
persons who bought the field for $100 before 
the start for the third heat, Ford selling for 
$300. He also won that heat, time 2:19, 
which fact seemed to demonstrate that Han- 
nis had got through. Before the fourth heat 
it was 10 to 1 on Ford, and three pools, in 
each of which Ford brought $1,000 and the 
field $80, were sold, that being the top odds, 
with the Ford men willing to pay the price 
so as to get on the money in chunks. 

Then occurred the earthquake. In the 
féurth heat Hannis did the trotting and fin- 
ished the mile in 2:18%. Then the Ford peo- 
ple found that the wily General bad them 
fast in his toils. Emissaries bearing pro- 
posals of peace in the shape of cash argu- 
ments were dispatched in haste to the stall 
where Hannis was being cooled out, but in 
vain.

any truth be called a popular one, for the 
simple reason that it is too difficult to prac- 
tice. It is as classical music with 
rag time, when regarded in connection with 
the commoner sports of the dog and gun. In 
addition to this there is the fact that the 
bird has now become so scarce that it is only 
once in a great while that the hunter gets 
opportunity to enjoy a try for it. These 
changes have come about within the last few 
years. For more than a century of Western 


civilisation the wild turkey has been a bird. 


always accounted within the plans of the 
settler as well as the hunter. In the early 
days of Ohio, Kentucky, and Tennessee this 
bird made part of the food supply of the 
frontiersman, and did its share in sustaining 
the hardy American population which hewed 
the West out of the wilderness. 

Where Turkeys Are Still Found. 

There are no longer any wild turkeys left 
in Massachusetts, where the Pilgrim fathers 
used to roast them for Thanksgiving day, 
but there arb a few yet to be found in the 
mountains of Pennsylvania. Virginia and 
West Virginia have a few, and the birds 
are to be found down the Appalachian chain 
through the Carolinas and into the brakes 
of Alabama and Georgia. Tennessee still 
has some, and so has Louisiana, and the 
little wilderness of the Mississippi cane 
brakes yet holds a great many of them. 
Arkansas and Missouri are two of the best 
States left for turkey hunting, and in the 
Indian nations there are still to be found 
good numbers of the grand creatures, in 
spite of the ruthless slaughter made there 
for the game markets. Texas in some places 


charge at a horse and its rider or come up 
and stare at them. The wild duck decoys 
again and again to the painted mate, allow- 
ing its impulses to overcome its reason. 
With the wild turkey all this is different. 
He is, above all things and at all times, the 
soul and embodiment of suspiciousness, and 
this is the dominant note of his character. 
With him every stump and bush and tree is 
guilty until it is provedinnocent. Therefore 
at this game of outwitting a wild turkey a 
hunter has some of the keenest sport that 
can be found in the whole American hunt- 


ing year. 
Shooting at a Baited Blind. 
There is another sort of turkey hunting 
which implies long and patient waiting. 
"This is shooting at a baited blind, and it 
is not an infrequent method of hunting 
in some parts of the South. Having found 
a range where some wild turkeys are work- 
ng, the hunter puts out little scattered 
eaps of corn, at distances of a quarter 


of a mile or more apart. Near each of these 


baits there is some sort of a hiding place. 
As soon as it is found that a bait has been 


disturbed it is renewed, and the hunter then 


goes into the blind and waits for his game, 
just as the caller does, only this time he 
does not call at all, but keeps as quiet as 
he can. He dare not move, and must not 
cough or sneeze. Extreme silence and rigid- 
ity of posture are even more necessary here 
than in calling, for the game gives no sign 
whatever of its coming. The first thing the 
hunter knows, he sees through a crack of 
the blind a gorgeous and spectacular crea- 
ture, shining like burnished gold, with plum-

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HOUSE FOR NEW YORK SUBURB DESIGNED AND FURNISHED IN CHICAGO 
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It was found that through the whole flve- 
with considerable degree of regularity. 
April and May, for instance, wuniformly 
showed an increase in suicides over the 
other comparatively cool months of the 
years, while the five Februarys showed the 
same uniformity below the normal. August 
of all the months, however, showed the 
largest number of cases of self-destruction. 

The investigation regarding the character 


‘of the day disclosed some startling facts. 


The clear, dry days showed the greatest num- 
ber of suicides, and the wet, cloudy days— 
the gloomiest of all weather—showed the 
least. The difference was too great to be 
attributed to accident or chance, showing 
31 per cent more on dry than on wet days 
and 21 per cent more on clear days than on 
partly cloudy days. On cloudy days the 
occurrence was about normal. 

“From these figures,” says Dr. Dexter, 
“it would seem that fiction must resign her- 
right to ring in gloomy weather and blinding © 
storms as a partial reason for ending an 
existence made more miserable by them.” 

As to the temperature, only eight suicides 
in five years occurred when the mercury was 
between zero and 5° below, while 268 were 
marked between 65° and 70°.

AT ST. HEELENA.. 


Sir George Bingham’s° Letters 
and Journals Give First Ac- 
count of His Last Days. 85 


NE of the best selling books of

= refer to Lord Rosebery’s Na- 
poleon: The Last Phase.” Booksellers had 
to bestir themselves to keep this book in 
stock, and it is a h-priced book, top. 
Three dollars for a small, unillustrated book 
is a large price. Half that is the usual price 
for such a Book. The publishers knew that 
the public would buy the book, no matter 
what the price was, so they asked a goodly 
one and got it, with only here and there 3 
murmur. 

In the course of his book, which deals with 
Napoleon's exile at St. Helena, Lord Rose- 
bery says “ one circumstance remains to be 
noticed. Of the last three years of Napole- 
on’s life we know scarcely anything. From 
the departure of Gourgaud in March, 1818, 
to the end of May, 1821. we know practically 
nothing. We know what the English out- 
side reported. We have an authorized but 
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in reality we know nothing.“ 

This was true when Lord Rosebery wrote 
his book, but it is not true any longer. By 
arrangement with the publishers of the 
Cornhill Magazine the Critic will publish, 
beginning. with its February number, ex- 
tracts from the letters and journals of Sir 
George Bingham, K. C. B., Lady Bingham, 
Colonel Mansel, Major Harrison, and 
Colonel Gorrequer, discovered and trans- 
erfbed by Miss Dorothy Mansel Pleydell, and 
edited by the Rt.-Hon. Sir Herbert Maxwell, 
Bart., M. P. These extracts from journal and 
letters have never been published before. 
The originals were collected after Napo- 
leon's death and copied into three books by 
Miss Margaretta Pleydell, whose grand niece 
has made a fresh copy for publication since 
Lord Rosebery's book appeared. 

Sir George Bingham commanded the Fifty- 
third Regiment, which remained in garrison 
at St. Helena during the first three years 
of Napoleon's captivity. He sailed with 
Napoleon in the Northumberland and kept 
a dlarx during the voyage. From this diary 
the following extracts have been made: 

Monday, Aug. 7, 1815.—Barly in the morning the 
luggage of Napoleoh came on board, and several 
servants and persons of his suite to prepare the 
cabin that was to receive him. The guard 
turned out and presented arms, and all the officers 
stood on the quarter deck to receive Lord Keith. 
Napoleon chose to take the compliment to himself 
He was dressed in a plain green uniform, with plain 
eraulets, white kerseymere waistcoat and breeches, 
‘gilk stockings, and small gold shoe huckles; his hair 
out of powder and rather greasy; his person eorpu- 
lent: his neck short, and hia tout ensemble not at 
all giving an idea that he had been so great, or in 
fact was such an extraordinary man. 

He bowed at first coming on deck ard having 
spoken to the Admiral [Sir George Cockburn], 
asked for the Captain of the ship. In passing 
towards the cabin he inquired who I was. The 
Captain introduced me; he then inquired the num- 
ber of the regiment where I had served, and if the 
Fifty-third was to go to St, Helena with him. He 
then repeated to an officer of artillery the same 
questions. From him he passed to Lord Lowther, 
to whom he addressed several questions. after 
which he retired to the cabin. Thé Admiral, who 


be brought te understand that the cabin was not 
allotted to him solely. but was a sort of public 
apartment, asked Lord Lowther, Mr. Lyttleton, 
and myself to walk in. Napoleon received us stand- 
ing. The Lientenants of the ships were brought 
in and introduced, but not one of them spoke 
French, so they bowed and retired. and we re- 
mained. Mr. Lyttleton, who spoke French fluently, 
answered his questions: after we were tired of 
standing we retired. Half an hour afterwards he 
came on deck and entered into conversation with 
Mr. Lyttleton; he spoke with apparent freedom and 
great vivacity, but without passion. He rather 
complained of his destination, saying it had been 
“his intention to have lived tn a retired manner in 
Ergiand had he been permitted to have done so.

For this purpose he sent Vil- 
leneuve with his fleet to the West Indies, with 
orders to refresh at one of the French isles, to re- 
turn without loss of time, and immediately to 
push up the Channel, taking with him the Brest 
fleet as he passed. It was supposed that this trip 
would have withdrawn the attention of our fleets. 
Twenty thousand men were ready at Boulogne to 
embark at a moment's notice. Under cover of this 
fleet he calculated he could have debarked this 
army in twenty-four hours. 

The landing was to have taken place as near 
London as possible. He was to have put himself 
at the head of it. and have mad“ a push for the 
¢apital. He added: I put all to the hazard. I 
entered into no calculation as to the manner in 
which I was to return. I trusted all to the im- 
pression the occupation of the capital would have 
docasloned.

There are now eight of the rallroad chapel 
cars traveling in the Western States and in 
the pineries and woods of northern Wiscon- 
sin and Minnesota. They are all made of the 
best material and workmanship. They are 
eighty feet long from end to end, having a 
seventy-fvot body. This space is divided into 
a fifty-foot chapel, with seats provided for 
100 people. At one end twenty feet of the 
length of the car is set apart for the-use cf 
the evangelist and his family. They are 
never allowed to get out of repair, but are 
sent to the shop to receive a coat of paint 
and varnish whenever necded. They are fit- 
ted with six-wheel trucks and air brakes. 
The cost of the cars is $7,000 each. The rail- 
road companies have become interested in 
the movement, and the cars are hauled froin 
piace to place free of charge. The first car 
that was built was given the name of 
* Evangel.’’ Other names that have been 
provided are Glad Tidings,’ Messenger of 
Peace, or they have been named in the order 
of their erection, as chapel car No. 3. 

The work was first started nine years ago 
No record has been kept of the number of 
miles that have been traveled by these cars, 
but some of the statistics of the results of the 
work done are obtainable. Through the 


work of the chapel cars 70 churches have 
been organized, 54 meeting-houses. have been 
secured, 55 pastors have been provided with 
permanent ‘locations, 135 Sunday schools 
have been organized, and 965 baptisms—im- 
merstons after the manner of the Baptist 
faith—have been administered. No less 
than 7,500 persons have professed conversion 
as à result of the meetings that have been 
held in connection with the cars.

It was a most superb dinner, which lasted only 
forty minutes, at the end of which we retired into 
the drawing-room to play cards. The dessert 
service was Sévres china, with gold knives, forks, 
and spoons. The coffee cups were the most beau- 
tiful I ever saw; on each cup was an Egyptian 
view, and on the saucer a portrait of some Bey

Called to Pawnshop. 


“Tt was about ten minutes af ter 6 clock 
on the afternoon of March 8, when Officers 
O'Brien and Weaver, who had been relſeved 
at 6 o'clock, came to me, while I was sta- 
tioned at the crossing of Monroe and Clark. 
‘streets, and asked me to arrest a man inone 
of the pawnshops in case I should be asked 
to do so. About a quarter to 7 a boy came 
to me and asked me whether O’Brien and 
Weaver had spoken to me about the arrest of 
a man. I admitted that fact, whereupon 
the boy told me to come to Harris’ Fifth 
National pawnshop, where I would find the 
man to be arrested. I followed the boy to 
Harris’ pawnshop, and there found several 
persons, among them a young, inoffensive- 
looking fellow whom I had never seen before. 
Harris himself was behind the counter, and 
when I asked him whom he wanted me to 
arrest he pointed at that young man, who 
was Pat Crowe. I took Crowe aside and 
asked him whether he was willing to come 
to the station with me. He said he was, 
and promised to offer no resistance and to 
cause no trouble. I noticed a peculiar ex- 
pression in his eye, however, and asked him 
whether he had a gun in his pocket. 

„I'll show you whether I have a gun or 
not,“ cried Crowe, and, quick as a flash, he 
had his gun out—the same weapon which I 
carry myself now. He fired two shots at 72 
which missed, and before he could fir a 
third one I had my arms around him and 
held his arms to his body. Somehow, how- 
ever, he succeeded in loosening his right arm, 
and, pointing the gun over his left shoulder, 
he fired again. The bullet struck me in the 
jaw, and I had to let go of Crowe. ; 

„He fled toward State street, followed by 
a big crowd. Officer Briscoe, who was.sta- 
tioned at Dearborn and Adams streets, saw 
Crowe and followed him. When he reached 
Crowe he tried to trip him, but the robber re- 
sisted, and in his eagerness to kill Briscoe 
shot himself in the left arm. The second 
shot struck Briscoe in the chest. The bullet 
hit a rib near the heart, glanced around, and 
lodged in the back. Briscoe broke down, 
and Crowe, keeping the crowd at bay with 
his gun, continued his flight toward Wabash 
avenue. Another officer tried to catch 
Crowe, but Crowe, perhaps, would have es-

caped had he not been tripped by a board and 


fallen into a mortar box.

In February, 1893, Crowe robbed Chapin’ s 
jewelry house in Denver, taking $600 worth 
of diamonds. He was arrested, gave bond, 
and forfeited it when the case was called 


for trial. 


In the fall of that year Crowe robbed the 
station agent at Denison, Ia. He was ar- 
rested for this, but escaped from jail be- 


fore the case was called for trial.

was lost of him until in January of the 
next year the police of St. Joseph, Mo., con- 
nected him with a train robbery. In Sep- 
tember of that year the police of Milwaukee 
arrested Crowe under the allas of Frank 
Roberts, acchsing him of vagrancy, and he 
was sentenced to three months in the house 
of correction.

escaping from the jail there on the night 
of Dec. 31.

The next case of -notoriety with which 
Crowe was suspected of having been con- 
nected was the Towér W holdup on the 
Northwestern railroad in 1899. In February 
of that year Captain Lavin and his men ar- 
rested Crowe at his brother’s hotel at Wells 


and Kinzie streéts in Chicago. 


When the 


case came to preliminary trial, however, 


Crowe proved an alibi and was released. 


Until the Omaha kidnaping case Crowe 
had not been under police surveillance in

Mr. Franklin MacVeagh thinks that in some 
respects this is not an ideal place for resi- 
dence, and he is not surprised that some of 
those who have accumulated fortunes here 
go elsewhere to enjoy them.

He feels, however, 
that the spirit, of progress has been aroused 
and that Chicago is on the way to better 
and more beautiful things. So Mr. Mac-

But 
it requires more than ordinary courage to 
endure patiently the depressing and needless 
annoyances of life in Chicago when a man, 
especially one who has money enough, oan

else.

So long as its chimneys, tugs, and locomo- 
tives continue to poison the air and deface 
the buildings, and so long as its streets and 
alleys are littered with house and store 


and filth of every description, it is a waste 
of breath'to talk about beautifying Chicago. 
Clear air and clean streets can be had when 
the people demand them. If they do not 


| demand them it is a proof they do not want 


them. Whatever missionary work the apos- 
tles of beauty feel like doing therefore 
should be directed towards effecting a 
change in public sentiment, either ethically 
or penally, so as to ptepare the way for 
artistic development. 


Mexico is one of the few 


Searcity of countries which retain the 
Mexican silver standard. It is suffer- 
Dollars. ing now because of its con- 


servatism. The Mexican 
dollar is the preferred coin in eastern Asia, 
and large numbers of these dollars are 
shipped there yearly from Mexico The pres- 
ence in China and the Philippines of so many 
European and American soldiers, who are 
| paid in the money of their own countries, but 
who need Mexican dollars with which to 
make purchases, has made these coins scarce. 
This scarcity has stimulated the exportation 
of these dollars from the country where they 
are minted and has made them scarce and 
consequently more valuable there. Creditors 
who hold obligations which mature at this 
time are disinclined to extend them. They 
demand payment because the purchasing 
power of the silver dollar is greater than it 
was when the debts were contracted or than 
it may be six months or a year hence. The 
Mexican government is being petitioned to 
put an export tax on dollars, if their outflow 
cannot be stopped in some other way. An- 
other method of meeting the difficulty would 
be to increase greatly and at once the out- 
put of dollars. The capacity of the Mexican 
mints is limited, but the United States gov- 
ernment would undoubtedly be willing to 
coin into Mexican dollars all the silver bullion 
the sister republic might provide and charge 
no more than the bare cost of the work. The 
only perfect cure, however, for this currency 
crisis and for all the complications which are 
liable to arise where the silver standard isin 
use is to abandon it for the gold standard. 
That is what Mexico should do without delay. 
Then American capital would be invested in 
that country even more extensively than itis 
now. 


USES OF SOCIAL OSTRACISM. 

Some time ago President Hadley of Yale 
suggested that the growth of trusts might 
be checked by applying social ostracism to 
the chief organizers and officers of the more 
offensive of these combinations. More re- 
cently he has come out in a letter advising 
the same cure for the destruction of the 
palisades of the Hudson. He suggests that 
New York society shall frown upon and 
cast out all owners of these picturesque 
cliffs who ruin the scenery by quarrying the 
stone and selling it for sordid gain. 

President Hadley is evidently a firm be- 
liever in the power of social ostracism, and 
it cannot be denied that it is a great forte 
under certain conditions. If a young man 
in a prohibition village disgraces himself 
by getting drunk he is likely to realize what 
a tremendous power may lie in social ostra- 
cism. Any young woman who oversteps 
the bounds of discretion soon learns the 
same lesson. The working of this penalty 
for doing violence to public sentiment is to 
be seen in every circle of society, from 
church congregations to bands of criminals. 
Call it public conscience or call it the fear 
of Mrs. Grundy, the fact remains that 
dread of unfavorable public opinion serves 
to keep most people closer to the path of 


out it. 

Public opinion is an extremely conserva- 
tive force, and in some of its aspects it par- 
takes of the nature of tyranny. It makes 
for uniformity and discourages originality, 
as any man or woman will discover by put- 
ting on a hat or costume not in accord of 
the prevailing fashion. To some extent it 
is an enemy to freedom of thought or 
speech, as every loyal American in the 
Southern States discovered during the civil 
war, and as every pro-slavery sympathizer 
in the North likewise learned. The smaller 
the community the more absolute is its 
sway. It has had many weapons in its 


time, but its chief one at present is social 


ostracism. Any man or woman who runs 
counter to public sentiment is no longer 
welcome in the society of those who dis- 
approve of him, and he is informed of the 
fact in sundry frigid and uncomfortable 
ways. At West Point he may be ostracized 
for refusing to fight, while in a religions

The weak point in President Hadley’s plan 
is his failure to notice that social ostracism 
requires, first of all, a united public senti- 
ment dominating the society that is to do 
the ostracizing. There is no such sentiment 
against trusts in the high society of New 
York or Boston or any other large city. 
For this reason nobody has yet been ostra- 
cized for belonging to a trust, nor is there 
any sign that such a thing will happenin the 
future. Neither is there any strong public 
sentiment against destroying the beauties 
of nature on one’s own property for pur- 
poses of money-making. Every New-York- 
er may wish that the stately palisades be not 
carted away for building and paving stones, 
but few would sign a contract not to do so 
if they were the owners. 

So long as society is made up of men and 
women who feel thus in regard to the ques- 
tions involved it is futile to talk of ostra- 
cism. The word scarcely applies at all to 
a great and complex city like New York, 
where there are as many social circles as 
there are grades of wealth, and wnere a man 
ostracized by one set may be welcomed by 
another. President Hadley will have to 


complish his ends. ae 


RAILROAD COMBINATION. 

_A year ago the important economic ques- 
tion which was being generally discussed 
was the consolidation of manufacturing com- 
panies. That phase of consolidation has 
lost for the time being its engrossing inter- 


lent for all practical purposes to the consoli- 
daion—of railroad companies is the burning 
question of the day. To it the Interstate 
Commerce commission devotes a consider - 
able part of its last report and points out 
the public benefit as well as the public dan- 
gers connected with this latest phase of 
the general and inevitable tendency toward 
-industrial unification to get rid of competi- 
tion. 
There are two forms of railroad consoli- 
dation. In one roads traversing the same 
territory work in as perfect harmony as 
they would if consolidated. In the other 
connecting roads unite and make a through 
line. This latter process has been going on 
for years and has been of undisputed benefit 
to the public, but it leads up to the former. 
There are reports te the effect that the 
Great Northern, the Northern Pacific, the 
Milwaukee and St. Paul, and the Erie are 
to be united under one management to make 
a grand transcontinental road. Such a 
union of connecting roads will in itself bene- 
fit the public. But if there is to be one 
transcontinental road there will be more, 
and it will be much easier for the small 
number of powerful roads spanning the con- 
tinent to combine and ¢ontrol than it would 
be for the lines of which they were formed. 
The case for railroad combination, as 
made out by the commission, is that no com- 


railways. 
transportation lines are united - in great 
groups, each controlling its own territory, 
the wasteful competition which makes rail- 
way service cost more than it ought to will 
disappear. Economies will be possible in 
which the shipper may share. The worst 
forms of discrimination will be likely to 
cease. | 

But the competition which is beneficial, as 
well as that which is harmful, will be elimi- 

nated. The only check upon rates will be re- 
moved. The foree of popular opinion and 
the feeble restraints of the interstate com- 
merce law will count for little, for even a 
slight advance in rates will add immensely 
to the value of railroad securities. It can- 
not be assumed that the altruism of railway 
managers will be sufficiently developed to 
make them refrain from the exercise of the 
practically unchecked power they will en- 
joy. The numerous advances in rates by 
changes in classifications which have been 
made during the last year may be ascribed 
to the progress which has been made toward 
the unifying of railroad interests. 

In order that the evil consequences of 
this irresistible tendency toward union may 
be guarded against the commission renews 
its recommendation so often made that it be 
empowered to make and enforce rates. 
Thus far Congress has been unwilling to 
grant the commission so great a power. It 
has preferred to wait and watch develop- 
ments. It will wait presumably until rail- 
road combination has reached a point where 
action of some kind is plainly needed for the 
protection of the public. 


TWENTIETH CENTURY ECONOMY. 

In its broadest statement the problem of 
the world’s economy is to develop and give 
scope of individual originality, the benefits 
of whose exercise are registered in in- 
dividual character as well as in objective 
results, 

The English economist, Marshall, how- 


ever, declares that one-half of the power 


of human initiative is suppressed by the 
present social order, and it is not difficult 
‘to aceept the statement. The happy. in- 
stances where individuals manipulate cir- 
cumstances so as to bring out striking re- 
sults are rendered the more conspicuous 
by the number of other individuals who 
entirely fail not only of such achievement 
but of anything comparable thereto. And 
yet it is known that these others grade 
only somewhat below the first in capacity. 

Of all the stupendous waste exhibited in 
the physical and moral world this is per- 
haps the most tragic in character and con- 
sequences. Yet it is enacted unobtrusively 
and with little dramatic effect. It is typified 
by the circuyascribed career of the working 
class boy who, at 14 years, passes from 
the influence of the “ graded” system of 
education to “tend a machine” for ten 
hours a day. The lot of the few who en- 
joy more elastic and extended educational 
opportunities and a more adequate field of 
action thereafter is more in the public eye. 
Theirs, however, is not the lot of the 
great majority.” Among the latter there 
is no inconsiderable proportion whose power 
of individual initiative is but meagerly de- 
veloped and whose potential contribution 
to the world’s enterprise is never realized. 

There can be no doubt that the dominant. 
aim of the century which has just closed 
has been commercial rather than humanis- 
tic. It has been the century of wealth- 
making. It has launched an entire series 
of world’s fairs. It has established free 
public schools and abolished slavery, both 
of which acts mean accelerated material 
development. It has built great cities 
with their lack of art. It has gone halt- 
ingly forward with its newly demanded fac- 
tory laws. It has neglected persons as 
conscious objects. It has trusted for salva- 
tion to the instinct of gain. It has—per- 
haps with some twinges of conscience—as- 
sured all men that the currept waste of 
fiesh and brain was inevitable and that there 
could be no better way.” 

The problem of this century is to work out 
that higher economy in which there shall 
not only be a still better directed effort 
to effect material saving but in which 
emphasis shall be shifted from the

ganization shall more efféctually dictate ac-- 
tion. This does not mean the retarding 
of material progress. Quite the contrary. 
The better the man the better his product. 
And a century whose conscious effort shall 
be to make all existing progress converge 
upon the development ‘of its people and 
upon insuring scope to their capacities will 
realize a peculiar quality and profusion of 
productive expression. 

That the spirit of a higher social economy 
—a spitit which is partially a revolt and 
partially an instance of constructive self- 
assertioi—is moving with great force in 
Europe and America is not to be denied. It 
protests against waste in militarism, in 
industrial conflict, and especially in dwarfed 
capacities. It finds the trust when kept 
within just bounds a labor-saving device, 
but, without abating its demands for ef- 
ficiency in methods, its chief thought is 
centered upon persons. It looks for a 
twentieth century economy which, as one 
of its far-sighted aims, shall seek to set 
free that fund of individual initiative n 
today is so often sacrificed.

NEW PHASES OF THE DOMESTIC 10 PROBLEM 

The servant girl problem is just now agi- 
tating both the masculine and feminine 
mind. Dr. D. K. Pearsons is said to be con- 
templating a donation to Berea College for 
the equipment of an entirely new depart- 
ment in which the young women of the 
Kentucky mountains shall be taught the 
mysteries of cooking, bedmaking, room 
cleaning, washing, and ironing, it being the 
doctor’s opinion that that mountain region 
must of necessity become the source of sup- 
ply for servants. 

He may be in error, for when these buxom 
mountain girls are introduced to the halls 
of learning they may take a notion to fol- 
low other paths than those of domestic 
service. He certainly has no idea that the 
mountain boys in Berea will devote their 
future to the pleasures of the feud or the 
exhilaration of farming life. His money is 
giving them an education for higher pur- 
suits. Nevertheless it will do the girls no 
harm to learn how to cook, wash, and iron.

FOREIGN PARCELS POST. 

With the opening of the year a parcels 
post system went into effect between this 
country and Venezuela and New Zealand. 
This welcome event indicates progress in 
the right direction, but it likewise calls 
attention. to the comparatively trivial di- 
mensions of our present parcels post ar- 
rangements with foreign countries. With 
the exception of Germany thése extend to 
no first-class power. They are confined 
instead to islands—chiefly the West Indies, 
but not including Cuba—to Mexico and New- 
foundland, and to certain of the South 
American countries—a meager list in its 
entirety, so far as national importance goes. 

That the extension of parcels post ar- 
rangements to be coextensive with the limits 
of the International Postal Union is a rea- 
sonable ideal to aim at, is no less true 
than that such an extension of so convenient, 
reliable, and economical an agency of in- 
ternational exchange would afford great 
stimulus to our productive interests as well 
as great accommodation to individuals. 

A Chicago manufacturer was recently 
solicited to dispatch a three-pound parcel 
of samples to Turkey. But when it was 
found that it would cost letter rates, or 
$4.80, to send this by mail, and $2.20 to 
send it by express, these charges were 
deemed prohibitive and the ,parcel was 
not dispatched. By parcels post it could 
have been sent for 36 cents. Not long ago 
‘an eight-pound package from London was 
delivered in Chicago with ‘forwarding 
charges of $2.83, dnd it had been six weeks 
in transit. By parcels post it should have 
arrived in less than half that time and 
at a cost of 96 cents, or practically one-third 
of the amount paid. 

It is frequently charged that the back- 
wardness of our Postal department in fail- 
ing to extend the parcels post system 
to important countries is due to the in- 
fluence of powerful carrying companies 
which now benefit by such excessive charges 
as those indicated. It is not pleasant to 
entertain such an idea, but neither is it 
pleasant to consider that department lack- 
ing in enterprise or in perception of public 
needs. 

The popular demand—concerning the ex- 
istence of which there can be no doubt— 
for the extension of foreign parcels post 
arrangements is one which the postal au- 
thorities at Washington ought to take ag- 
gressively and sympathetically in hand.

The subject of tipping is one that is being 
periodically revived. It is almost always 
di by those Who réprobate the prac- 
tice, but why not look at the whole subject 
on its purely practical side? The questiou 
is one that concerns your personal comfort, 
and it has some relation to the general truth 
that the little things of life are really more 
important than the great ones. ; 


In the first place, tipping, in this country, is 
a matter of concern only to those who live 
in a certain way and are accustomed to a 
rather liberal scale of expenditure. Up to 
the present time we either give large tips or 
we give none at all; and the anti-tipper, in 
order to be thoroughly comfortable, can eas- 
fly maintain his principle by keeping away 
from Delmonico’s and Sherry’s, by taking 
his meals at a beanery, by using the cable 
ears instead of hansoms, by abjuring parlor 
cars, and by visiting Europe in the steerage. 
Then he will not be expected to give any tips, 
and his moral sense will not be by 
seeing others do it. 

If, however, you like the little comforts 
and conveniences of life, there is no earthiy 
reason why you should not pay for them, 
and perhaps the * comfort and con- 
venience of all is cheerful, ready, willing 
service. It is better to have a simple dinner 
and to have it deftly and scientifically served 
than to eat a dozen courses set before you 
by a waiter who is ostentatiously clumsy, 
who delays everything, who is always look- 
ing the other way when you want him, and 
whose manner creates a sort of atmosphere 
even though he never — a word. 


Again, in traveling, whist: at best, has 
its annoyances, how much better to be liberal 
in tipping! You are late, and your luggage 
has gong astray, and you have your tickets 
to get your rugs and various appur- 
tenances to look after, and if you are an 
anti-tipper you will grow warm and become 
“ rattled,”’ and make mistakes in the check- 
ing of your trunks, and lose your tickets, 
and make yourself a spectacle rushing wildly 
to and fro, and perhaps finally lose the train

— way. On the other hand, if you 
e learned the secret of judicious toes. 
it aa almost as though you had Aladdin's 
lamp concealed about your person. The 
amiable porters relieve you of everything at 
once. Your tickets are brought to you, your 
luggage disappears, you have no care, you 
know that everything will go all right, and 
you are ushered ceremoniously into the 
proper car, and when your train rolls out of 
the station the peace of mind that you enjoy, 
the calm serenity that surrounds you, are 
worth a hundred times the paltry sum.that 
you have given to the smiling rascals who 
have served you so efficiently. If you do not 
tip it is better to dine at home, and, in fact, 
to stay at home altogether, for what is the 
use of traveling or of going about unless you 
= do so with all the comfort that is attain- 
able? . 


to me for advice. He was a young man who 
had spent much of his life among books and 
little of it in the world outside.

But whether the districts are 
united or remain as they are, the work which is being promoted by the 
special park commission must be undertaken by the Park Commissioners.

The custom of giving dowries means a recognition of the idea that mar- 
riage means more to a woman than to a man. This system would not be open 
to criticism were it not for the fact that the existence of mutual love between 
the two parties contracting the marriage is considered a matter of no conse- 
quence. It is this feature which makes such marriages of convenience im- 
moral and unnatural. It is true that in some cases such marriages ny 
out quite happily. In the course of time a feeling of good comradeship 
velops between husband and wife if both are sufficiently tolerant toward one 
another. But at the best sucha marriage is scarcely more than a social! part- 
nership based upon toleration, a thing quite different from a marriage based 
upon love and contracted between parties of healthy and normal development. 

An overwhelming majority of the modern marriages of convenience turn 
out disastrously. The woman chained to a man whom she does not love, 
with whose tastes and character she is not in sympathy, whom she perhaps 
secretly despises, leads a life of wretchedness and chafes under the pres- 
sure of the chains of her unnatural marriage. The man, not being attracted 
by his wife, finds home life a bore and seeks elsewhere what his own home 
and hearth does not offerhim. Often the natural inclinations and character 
of husband and wife are so antagonistic to each other that they clash and 
lead to serious frictions, and finally to a crisis.

CANNOT believe that the growth of modern cities is 
a menace.

Unlike Sudermann, whose new play, Jo- 
hannisfeuer, is such a success that it is 
being played simultaneously in several of 
the capitals of Europe, Gerhart Hauptmann 
has seen his latest effort branded as an 
absolute failure. The play. Michael 
Kramer,“ was produced at the Deutsches 
Theater, Berlin, on Dec. 21. The cable dis- 
patches reported a chilly welcome and the 
more complete accounts now received do 
not tell of a change of sentiment. Says one 
writer: 

It must be said at once ‘that the play is 
a failure, altogether disappointing, and un- 
worthy .of the reputation of ‘ Versunkene 
Glocke (The Sunken Bell). Michael Kramer 
is a teacher of paintings in the art school 
of a provincial town. He ‘s a man of the 
loftiest ideals and of a pure and blame- 
less life. His home life, however, is not 
happy; his wife is commonplace; his ans 
son, also an artist, but a hunchback, is 
cursed with vanity. The son, who 1 false 
and mean, falls in love with the daughter 
oft a beerhousekeeper, at whose place he 
spends all his time and money. Other guests 
ridicule his deformity, and, driven to des- 
peration by the preference shown by the 
girl to one of these guests, he commits 
suicide in his father’s study. Evidently Herr 
Hauptmann's idea is to contrast the idealist 
father with the sordid son; but this is done 
without much display of dramatic power. 
Beside the coffin of the son, in the last act, 
Kramer indulges in rather prolonged mo 
Jogues about death and love “yg eq y 
beautiful and equally powerful in unit! 
those who are severed during li Ute.“ 


The notable now production of last week 
in New York was the Henry Arthur Jones 
play, Mrs. Dane’s Defense.“ It was a 
success in London, where, however, it had 
-the aid of the polished action of Charles 
Wyndham, and as played by the Empire 
Theater Stock company it seems likely to 
repeat the result in New York. The play 
evidently was written for the sake of the 
situation which comes in the third act. 

The. episode is that of a cross-examination 
in which Justice Carteret breaks down the 
story Mrs. Dane has told of herself. Mrs. 
Dane at the moment is being sought in mar- 
riage by Carteret's nephew, and it is when 
rumors-gather around her character that the 
man of law begins to question her. His 
motive is kindly, for he believes in her, and 
desires to help her to prove that false wit- 
ness has been borne against her. But his 
keen probing is more than her story will bear 
and before he is done she has accused her- 
self beyond chance of charitable doubt. Her 
real name is Miss Felicia Hindmarsh and asa 
governess in Vienna she formed relations 
which broke up the home of a married man 
and destroyed her own reputation. The Vil- 
lage of Sonningwater in England seems to 
her, however, to be a safe distance from the 
Austrian capital and there, under a changed 
name, she seeks to find forgetfulness of the 
“past. Her hand-is honorably sought by 
Lionel Carteret and she gives him love in 
return. It is at this juncture that fate be- 
gins to tighten its grip upon her. She fights 
for her new found honor and victory seems 
not impossible until defeat comes in the 
guise of thé friendly cross-examination. In 
the last act she is sent out into the world,. 
branded and hopeless.

HE decision reached last week by Mas 
agers Grau and Savage to end the tour 
of the Metropolitan English grand ope- 
ra company at Washington on Jan. 
26, instead of continuing it until March 
31 as originally planned, and to disband the 
organization then and there, came unexpect- 
edly so far as the public was concerned, but 
as it has transpired, was not entirely unfore- 
seen by the managers themselves. 

The business done in New York during the 
eleven weeks there was what may be desig- 
nated as falr—a business that for any aver- 
age attraction would have been good enough 
to put a credit to the managerial bank ac- 
count. But the company was no average at- 
traction, its daily household expenses’ 
were great, and, while those persons in 
Gotham dest informed as to the matter, 
state that Mandgers Grau and Savage lost 

nothing on the season, it is also generally 
conceded that their profits were small. It 
is understood that even at the close of the 
New York engagement the disbanding of the 
company was considered, but contracts had 
been made for Chicago and other points on 
the line of tour, and it was decided to keep 
these agreements. 

The business done here at the Auditorium 
during the first week Manager Savage pro- 
nounced satisfactory, but the prospects for 
paying engagements in the other cities to be 
visited were not reassuring, and disbandment 
after four weeks was therefore decided upon. 
A New York paper says that the belief is 
general that the shortening of the season 
is due to Maurice Grau, who is reported to 
have said that he thought opera in English 
was harmful to the business of his Italian 
company.“ Whether this be the fact or not 
is unknown; that Mr. Savage rather than 
Mr. Grau was the enthusiast in the under- 
taking is no secret, and that Mr. Grau's 
interest centers in his foreign company is 
as evident as it is natural, but the truth in 
the present matter probably is that the Eng- 
lish troupe was an expensive one, paying 
business was not in sight, and therefore the 
sooner a risky venture was ended the better 
for all concerned, 

No one can find fault with Mr. Grau and 
Mr. Savage for doing what they have done— 
they are business-men, and as such are en- 
tirely justified in looking at the financial 
side of their undertaking—but any one who 
had hoped to see their venture succeed, be- 
cause in its success lay promise of future 
good to music in this country, can but re- 
gret the banishing of that hope into the. 
land of disappointment whither so many 
similar hopes have been exiled in years 
gone by. He who has to do with matters 
musical and whose business it is to watclH 
the giving of entertainments under many 
and varied conditions, can but wonder at 
times if the problem of the establishment of 
grand opera in this country ever will be 
solved. Only enduring faith in the capabil- 
ity of the American to solve any and every 
problem which he makes up his mind to 
solve prevents indulgence in pessimistic re- 
flections and strengthens conviction that the 
day will come when the American will 
realize the need of having grand opera in 
the cities of his country, and that then will 
be accomplished what is as yet impossible. 
Just when this realization will come cannot 
be foretold; the day for it has not yet 
dawned. But certain indications point to 
the approach of’ its dawning. Mr. Savage 
and Mr. Grau’s ‘undertaking has niet with 
less of failure than have all those that pre- 
ceded it. The time may come when such 
negative success may give place to positive 
prosperity, then may the “ weary watchers 
rejoice ’’ and, greeting the day with glad- 
ness, remember with gratitude the many 
“laborers by night whe labored faithfully 
in the cause but knew only ill-success or 
failure. 

The opera season and the holidays are at 
an end, and now the round of concerts and 
recitals may begin. And lively in truth is the 
beginning—every evening except Friday, two 
afternoons, and one morning are occupied 
this week by musical entertainment of more 
or less importance.

A prominent suffragist suggests that the 
election of a Board of Education, which 
concerns so closely the interests of the wom- 
en, would bring out an immense represen- 
tation of women. It u no wonder, she says, 
that women will not come out to vote for 
university trustees when they have so little 
direct interest. Should they be given the 
opportunity to vote for the board that con- 
trols their own schools she prophesies a 
demonstration that will establish woman's 
interest in politics. ; 

Tne question presents itself as to how the 
teacherg could keep out of politics if’ given 
a chance to vote for Board of Education 
members. So far, the Teachers’ fedegation 
has been confessedly out of politics, but if 
given a chance to work for the election of 
trustees who the teachers’ salaries, it is 
pointed out that it would be a greater temp- 
tation than most organizations could resist. 

The proposal to elect school trustees is 
causing no little talk in the educational 
commission of the Civic federation. Mr. 
Furness was appointed chairman of a sub- 
committee to investigate this particular ques- 
tion. His committee reported unanimously 
in favor of the election of trustees. The 
recommendation was subagitted to the Judi- 
clary committee, and, when it reappeared in 
the combined report, had been changed back 
to the present form, making the office ap- 
pointive by the Mayor. The discovery that 
the Judiciary committee had dealt in an 
arbitrary manner with the report aroused 
cecided feeling in the commission, 

There is no doubt about the right of women 
to vote for school trustees if the suggestion 
of Mr. Furness were made a law. The law 
States that all women fulfilling the stated 
conditions of age and residence shall be 
entitled to vote at any election held forthe 
purpose of choosing any officer of the schools, 
under the general or special laws of the

Plans Nature Study Course. 


Dr. Frances Dickinson has inaugurated a 
movement in which she will endeavor to 
interest the woman's clubs of the city this 
winter.

ness before he had reached his majority. 
Today he is representative of the city’s life— 
keen, quick, active, and decisive, talking di- 
rectly to a point and moving as directly to- 
ward an object. 

He is of sturdy Scotch stock. His father 


‘| was born just out of Dundee, Scotland, and 


is now living at 179 Ashland boulevard at 
the age of 88, hale and strong. His mother 
was born in Edinburg, and now, at the age 
of 81, is in perfect health. The parents were 
married in Scotland in 1888, cross the 
| ocean in 1842 in a sailing vessel in a trip 
lasting fifty-two days. They landed at New 
Orleans and came by way of the Mississippi 
and Illinois Rivers and the Tilinois and Michi- 
gan Canal to Lockport. One year later they 
came to Chicago, where the elder Chalmers 
engaged in the manufacture of machinery— 
a dusiness that has never lapsed. ak 


W. J. Chalmers of the present firm was 
born at 112 West Monroe street on July 10, 
1852. His fatheF at that time was superin- 
tendent of the Eagle Works Manufacturing 
company, of which P. W. Gates was Presi- 
dent, and the company’s specialty was min- 
ing machinery. 

The son was sent to public school at an 
early age. He attended the old Scammon 
School in Madison street, between Union 
and Halsted streets. From this school he 
went to the Chicago High School in West 
Monroe street, between Desplaines and Hal- 
sted streets. At 14 years old he left this 
school and was apprenticed to the machin- 
ist’s trade in the works of which his father 
was superintendent. 

Young Chalmers remained in the shop four 
years, learning every detail of practical me- 
chanical engineering. From the shops he 
went to Europe, spending a year there. He 
returned in 1872 to take up business life, as- 
sisting in forming the original copartnership 
of Fraser, Chalmers & Co. 


In the beginning the firm oceupled about 
sixty feet of frontage in Fulton, near Hal- 
sted street, employing sixty men. Later the 
firm name became Fraser & Chalmers, and 
in 1878 W. J. Chalmers was taken in as a 
partner. In 1889 the business was Incorpor- 
ated, with young Chalmers as a director. 
The company in that year established works 
at Brith, Kent, England, and a few years 
later Mr. Chalmers was elected, President of 
the corporation, a position which he now 
holds. 

The Chicago works of Fraser & Chalmers 
employs 1,400 men, and Fraser & Chalmers, 
Limited, of England employs1,000men. To-

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HAT the world may be drowned 
again in December, 1901, as it 
was drowned in the time of Noah, 
is a possibility now considered 
by astrologists and. students of 
the occult. The possibility is 
based upon a Babylonian tablet. 
written thousands of years be- 
fore the star of Bethlehem shone upon 
Judea's flocks, and ages before the twentieth | 
century was in the line of evolution. Its 
significance lies in the fact that in that 
month Capricorn will be the ruling sign in 
the zodiac, as it was when the rain fell forty 
days and forty nights upon the ark of Noah. 
For the significance of this phenomenon, 
the astrologists turn to a prediction made by 
Berosus, a Chaldean astronomer and one of 
the ablest men of his time. Berosus wrote a 
history of the Babylonian Empire, in which 
he quoted these Babylonian tablets. Not 
only that, but he declares that another 
deluge may be expected whenever the sun, 
moon, and planets again occupy the sign of 
‘Capricorn. 
As to astronomical conditions in December 
next, only the sun, Mercury, Mars, Jupiter,

As to Berosus and his standing as a his- 
torian, he has not been questioned. He was 
in the height of his fame at the time of the 
Alexandrian conquests, and priest of 
Bel, translating the records and astronomy 
of his people into Greek. His works all have 
perished, but they were drawn upon liberally 


by Eusebius and others of the time, and these 


quotations at second and third hands have 
been verified in striking manner. 

For instance, the story of the Noachian 
deluge, taken from Berosus, has been found 
identical. with the story in cuneiform char- 


acter on the Babylonian tablets. According 


to Berosus, ten Kings reigned in Babylon 


before the flood and after it eight dynasties, . 
to his own time. All this has been accepted 


as history. 


The Babylonian tablets which Berosus 


quotes are now in the British Museum in 
London. They were exhumed from the ruins 
of the ancient City of Nineveh. They con- 
tain an account of the deluge as the most im- 
portant message to the modern world. 
Professor Sayre of Oxford, a- noted - 
entalist and the author of Ancient Em- 
pires,” says of Berosus as a historian: 
‘*Berosus was a priest of the Temple of 
Bel at Babylon, and is said by Eusebius and 
@atian to have been a contemporary of Alex- 
ander the Great, and to have lived into the 
reign of Antiochus’ Soter. He had, there- 
fore, special opportunities of knowing the 
history and astronomy of his country, upon 
which he wrote in Greek. Recent discoveries 
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‘e’ Babylonian Tablets Foretell Event ; When Solar System Is in Capricorn as in December, 1901 * 


have abundantly established the trust- 
worthiness of this Manetho of Babylon, 
whose works, unfortunately, are known to 
us only through quotations at second and 
third hand. 

Since a cylinder of Antiochus, the son of 
Selecus, has been found inscribed in Baby- 


lonian cuneiform, while bilingual fragments 


in cuneiform and cursive Greek of the Seleu- 
kid age have also been discovered, and a 


contract in Babylonian cuneiform dated in 
the fifth year of the Parthian King Pakoros, 
the contemporary of Domitian, exists in the 
museum at Zurich, there is no reason why 
Berosus should not have been equally well 
acquainted with the Greek language and the 
old literature of, his own country. And in 


spite of the fragmentary and corrupt state 


in which his fragments have come down to 
us, we know that he was so. His account of 
the deluge, for instance, agrees even in its 
details with that of the cuneiform texts.“ 
This is the Chaldean astronomer, who 
centuries ago prophesied ill for the in- 
habitants of the world when the planets

Capricorn. As to the direct meaning of 
this planetary phenomenon, however, 
astrologists, personally, are more or less 
non-committal.

Amsterdam, Cadiz, Constantinople, Venice, 
Genoa, New York, Milan, and Manches- 
ter, occultists assert that these places will 
also be seriously afflicted in December, 1901. 

The basis of Berosus’ prediction of an- 
other flood is upon the position of the planets 
when they shall be in Capricorn, as they 
were in the time of Noah.

N the possible dim future, when the en- 
largement of public utilities shall have 
made housekeeping easy and simple, and

Chicago's 
corn, pumpkin, and cabbage crops are no 
small items in the Hst of its portable proper- 
ty, but if it has forty-acre fields here and 
there, with only a family of two on them, it 
has its down-town office buildings with 6,000 
tenants each and its flat buildings with fifty 
families in them. . 

One of the cfiticisms of Chicago has been 
that while its environs are scattered widely,

two hours In travel is not readily apparent. 


In a municipal flat building, allowing four 
persons to each flat of four rooms, the popu- 
lation of the city could be housed in a mere 
corner of only one of the three divisions of 
the city. 

Allowing for a width of sixteen feet in- 
side to cover inside hall and rooms and an 
average of twelve feet to each of the.four 
rooms, 768 square feet would be the average 
for each family of four persons. To this, 
the whole flat through, one might add half 
of the floor surface of each flat for outside 
halls and air shafts. 

Laying the foundations of such a building 
as this, 1.31 miles square, and elevating it ten 
stories, every man, woman, and child could 
find a home in it. As compared to such a 
building the Tower of Babel would have been 
a pigmy creation, and with Chicago's cos- 
mopolitan inhabitants under its roof Babei’s 
confusion of tongues would be as nothing 
compared to it. 

With streets cut through the first floor of 
such a building, leaving arcades sheltered 
from the elements, the structure could be 
accommodated on the West Side, between 
Chicago avenue on the north and Adams 
street on the south, and Canal street on the 
east and Sheldon on the west. 


These measurements presuppose that such 
a building would allow space for dwellings 
without undue loss of floor room in cutting 
out rooms for occupancy.: As indicating the 
density of population in such a bullding as 
this, it may be recorded that a single row 
of flats ten stories, high, with sixteen-fooi 
front each and six feet for public hall room, 
would stretch 177 miles along the lake front 
in order to accommodate the population of

Headache itself is discovered to be the 
result of self-poisoning, the heritage of the 
dilettanté, and the logical effect of too much 
repose in a constitufion that has accustomed 
itself to a strenuous life. | | 


THEORY OF HEADACHES. 

Bouchard, head of the medical department 
of the University of Paris, evolved the the 
ory of headache. It was built upon the ace 
cepted premise that in every waking and 
sleeping hour the human system, through 
the destruction of tissue, is developing toxie 
poisons. Investigating, Bouchard found that 
the poisons developed in man’s waking hours 
were radically different from those manu- 
factured in his sleep. Those of sleep, when 
injected into animals, were found to be 
provocative of wakefulness, so much so that’ 
a rabbit inoculated with the virus of the 
sleep poison died in convulsions, while those * 
treated with the wakeful poisons dozed in 
stupid fashion for hours. ; 

His conclusions were that in wakefulness 
a man active in either brain or- physical ex- 
ercise developed a soporific poison, while in 
his sleep the poisons generated tended to 
wakefulness. 

* Bouchard’s theories are accepted,” said 
. Prefessor W. A. ‘Evans of the Columbus 
Medical laboratory. He found that poigons 
di the system secreted in wakeful hours are 
aritagonistic to those developed in sleep and 
that the toxic effects might be salivation, © 
paralysis, convulsions, or several other ills, 

‘Headache is simply a light form of hoi: 
soning from the destruction of tissue, and 
the sleep poison is such that headache is 
much more likely to develop from slee ing | 
too much than it is from sleeping too littl. * 
Here is where the Sunday afternoon head- 
ache becomes an imminent probability. 

“On Saturday night a man takes a warm 
bath and goes to bed. He sleeps soundly tin 
7 o’clock, perhaps, remembers that it is Sun- 
day, and turna over for another doze. He 
gets up at 9 or 9:30 o’clock, dresses lazily, 
eats a breakfast for which he hasn’t much 
appetite, and perhaps. sits down to the pa- 
pers. About noon he should develop an active 
headache, irrespective of anything that he 
may have drunk the night before. 

„ But all headaches may be said to come 
from the same general source—the poisoning 
of the nerve centers. This active poison is. 
the leukomaine, which simply is the ash of 
destroyed tissue. 

In the old days the doctors knew one thing 
to do—to give the patient a laxative. Later 
they discovered, that by the use of carbonized 
water the blood could be washed free of its 
poisons and more quickly bring about relief, 
The headache powder is an evolution. 

„Without question the headache powder 
has added greatly to the general sum of hu- 
man happiness. Headache is the legacy of 
the dilettante, man or woman, or the pen~- 
ance which the active man or woman pays for 
indulgence in lassitude As a panacea for 
the ill, from whatever cause it may afflict, 
the headache powder must be regarded as a 
blessing. 

“In the beginning this powder had anti- 
pyrin as its base, but that drug for that pur- 85 
pose has fallen into disuse. Antifebrin fol- 
lowed it, then caffeine in certain forms, un- f 
til now phenacetin is most used. Antikam- 3 
mia also is in favor. None of these drugs eee ig 
comes under the category of poisons, and vir- 
tually no one of them in any reasonable quan- 
tity is a poison.” j 

As a general proposition the abstinence 
from drink passes as one of the great pre- 
ventives of headaches. To this, however, 
tne sober class may add the further safe ' 
guards of not sleeping too late on Sunday. 
morning; of not sitting too closely in the 
house, and of taking up some form of phys- 
ical or mental exercise. The mere fact that 
one's brain or muscular frame has been 
active for six days, to drop into idleness on 
the seventh is conducive to headaches, and 
the condition should be avoided.

Speaking of drinking as a cause for head- 

aches,’ said an old practitioner, “ reminds 
me of a trip I took several years ago with 
‘a special train full of Western physicians.
